WR. GLADSTONE ATTACKS JHE 
COERCION BILL. 
ANOTHER ELOQUENT PLEA FOR JUSTICE 
TO IRELAND—HER CAUSE INE CAUSE 

ALSO OF THE EMPIRE. 

JLonvonx, March 29.—Mr. Gladstone re- 
Srmed the debate in the House of Commons this 
afternoon on the Irish Criminsl Law Amend- 
ment bill. He was loudly cheered when he 
3 arose. He sald that in an issue so grave pro- 
posals so extreme as those row put forth by 
the Government required ample time for con- 
Rideration. He found himself bound to 
Support Mr. Parneli’s amendmest, because 
the ground upon which Mr. Balfour 
based the Government’s caso was absolutely 
fusufticient and unsatisfactory. The Govern- 
ment’s bill, instead of being a cxre for Irish ills 
or even a palliative, was a measure that would 
aggravate the deepest seated and worst disor- 
ders. * With this Coercion bill,” exclaimed Mr. 
Gladstone, “the prospect of conciliation has 
‘vanished into thin air. The Government intend 
toexclude the Land bill, which was the main rec- 
ommendation of the commission which has just 
completed an exhaustive investigation of the 
Irish trouble. Nothing remains but tne figure of 
coercion—bare, bald, and gaunt—alas! too famil- 
Sar. The Right Honorable Chief secretary for 
ifeland has attempted to excuse the proposals, 
on the ground that crime in Ireland during 


the last threa years has increased, but he has 
followed an unusual course in refraining from 
giving the House offi cial information proving his 
‘4 allegations. The statistics of crime in Jreland 
oi Were against the Government. Take the instance 
ae of threatening letters. In 1885 432 such 
etters were received. In 1886 but 75 more were 
received, That hard!y furnished ground for ask- 
ing Parliament to assent to the extreme measure 
of coercion. Other classes of crime amounted in 
1885 to 512, and in 1886 to 517.” [Opposition 
3 cheers.} This increase was described as the 
a Main reason for the extreme demandsof the 
4 Government. If Mr. Balrour had further pri- 
‘Yate information let him speak. It was the first 
time he (Mr. Gladstone) had known of anony- 
mous assertions being imposed on Parliament in 
Bupport of a demand for iegislation. [Cheers.] 
¢ Here he referred in detail to the cases adduced 
; by Mr. Balfour of League tyranny over persons. 
Continuing, he said that boycotting was bad 
4 ®nough, but it was not confined to Nationalists. 
’ He knew of a Protestant clergyman who had 
been deprived of his living because he was a 
home ruler. Continual allusion had been made 
te previous Liberal coercion proposals. In 1881, 
‘when his Government proposed coercion, the 
round was the agitation then existing. Wher- 
Pver he went he was dogged by crime. For the 
present bill there was no such excuse. A de- 
mand was made upon the House to commit the 
most formidable breach of trust that 
@ popniar assembly could perpetrate, to 
relax the conditions upon which alone 
Parliament shouid sanction a change in the 
criminal law in order that the law might fall 
with increased stringency upon a particular 
portion of the Queen’s subjects. The opposition 
would insist upon having the fullest oppor- 
a tunity to examine the provisions of the bill. 
j Every Irish and every English member should 
have the fullest scope for presenting his views 
{cheers} and for sifting and scrutinizing the 
extreme proposals of the Government. Among 
its most insulting and exasperating proposals— 
the worst ever submitted to Parliament— was 
the provision that Irish trials be held in 
mdon. He had never known such a blow at 
the national feeling of Ireland. The Govern- 
ment could have devised nothing more likely to 
geravate every existing evil. 
, Asto the permanent duration of the bill the 
proposals made one’s blood boil. To establish 
what was formerly only a temporary remedy as 
B® permanent rule of existence for society in Ire- 
jand would put a brand of inferiority upon Ire- 
Jand forever, recognizing as a fixed principle that 
force was aremedy. The lesson of many years 
showed that force was no remedy. Since the 
election of 1885, since the buik of the Liberals 
had judged that it was both right and safe to 
Erant howe rule, Ireland had been free from 
crime and outrage, 4 condition long un- 
known. Why was this? It was because 

; the irish people knew that a large— 
Mhough insufficiently large—body of Liberats 
had adopted their interests and would abide by 
them tothe last.

The time 
‘would soon come when tothe many now sup- 
porting the cause of Ireland would be added 
many more; when deplorable proposals such as 
those of the Government would no more be asso- 
eiated with the name of Ireland, and when it 
‘Would be seen that in doing whatthey could 
Snow to serve the Irish cause they were also 
serving the cause of the wide ewpire of Great 
Britain. [Prolonged cheering. } 

Mr. Goschen taunted Mr, Gladstone with his 
lliance with the National League. He asked 
him how he would continue to meet the League's 
wonstantly increasiug demands until an absolute 
beparation shouid be completed. Everybody but 
the allies of the League considered the state of 
Ireland to be intolerable. The Government 
would be disgraced if it refrained from frus- 
trating the efforts of the enemies of the exist- 
ing laws and the opponents of whatever reme- 
dial measures the Government might pro- 

08e. He regretted the absence from 

tr, Gladstune’s speech of any condemnation of 
Irish crime or the violent language of Irish agi- 
tators. The Liberal leader rather suggested a 
tiefense of those crimes. The Government based 
their case upouv the notorious failure of the ad- 
Yoinistration of justice. ‘The proper sdministra- 
tion of the laws constituted the safety of indi- 
Viduals, and was the only true guarantee of life 
end liberty. Here he read extracts from Judges’ 
charges on the difficulties attending the admin- 
jstration of the laws. Continuing, he asked 
whether this evidence, though not statistical, 
should be disregarded. Was it not well known 
thatjurors were in danger of their lives?

The Government also bad a trust to 
which it was their futy to be true, a trust that 
bad been placedin their hands by the country 
to restore the authority of the yecen. respect 
Yor Judges, and the liberty of all classes of so- 
‘ciety. [Cheers.] 

. Mr. Gladstone’s speech is widely commented 
upon as an effective exposure of the feebleness 
of the Government’s reasons for demanding cv- 
ercion. The strengtn of his reasoning is admit- 
ted by the Conservatives, and is felt keenly by 
the Unionist Liberals, more of whom 
threaten to secede unless the Coercion bill be 
reduced to simpie provisions against boycotting 
and the plan of campaign. The Conservatives 
already talk of dropping the proposals relating 
to the transfer of jury trials, especially since 

Unionist papers in the provinces declare them 

to be untenable. Mr. Gladstone renewed his de- 

fiance of the Government to attempt to enforce 
closure. The Gladstonians are confident that 
they can delay the passage of the bill until May, 

‘and in the meanwhile ace hopeful that the evo- 

dution of events will foil the whole scheme. The

Attached to the coat of the older 
boy was a card,on which was written the ad- 


dress of their father, D. J. Borck, of 42 Thira- 
avenue, New-York, to whom the children were 
being sent. 

The story of the elder boy was that his mother 
had left her home and taken her two children to 
San Francisco. There she left them and they 
were taken in charge by benevolent people, 
who plactd them in an orphau asylum. Their 
father heard where they were and sent tor them. 
They had traveled all the way alone from San 
Francisco to this city, en route for New-York. 
On the train several ladles connected with a 
theatrical company had befriended the little fel- 
lows. They arrived here at 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Special Detective Tom Prendergast got the 
vhildren a hearty breakfast, and sent them on 
their journey ina happy humor. The father of 
the children is an engineer employed on the 
New-York Central Railroad. This is the first 
time, itis said, that two children of such ex- 
treme youth have crossed the continent alone. 


The children were expected to arrive last 
night at 42 Third-avenue, but they did not come, 
It was explained that they probably had staid 
over in Philadelphia or had taken a sleeper from 
the Quaker City and will arrive this morning. 
The father was not at home.

WHY THE RAHWAY MYSTERY 
REMAINS UNSOLVED. 
COUNTRY HAWKSHAWS WHO PREFER TO 
WORK IN A DENSE CLOUD AND RE- 

PULSE OUTSIDE ASSISTANCE. 


A biting March wind swept over the bleak 
fields of Rahway yesterday and chilled those 
scouring the country for clues to the murder 
mystery. Four days have elapsed since the mu- 
tilated body of a young woman was discoverea 
on an isolated road: near the little town, but the 
victim has not yet been identified, and her brutal 
slayer is stillatliberty. Itis remarkable, almost 
without precedent, in fact, that nobody has iden- 
tified the girl. 

Those who have gone over the case most care- 
fully believe that the girl was a stranger in Rah- 
way and that theassassin was not. Considering 
the inadequate police protection of Rahway and 
the blundering work of the authorities, it is not 
to be wondered at that the perpetrator of the 
crime remains at large. Will the girl be identi- 
fied? Will the murderer be caught? Probably not 
until the officials abandon the policy so often 
pursued by men of their stamp in cases of the 


tae See under cover and avoiding pub- 
city. 

Rahway is overrun with detectives who move 
in dark and mysterious ways, seeking to impress 
others with the belief that a Hawkshaw is at 
work. In reality they present a lamentable 
spectacle of blundering imbecility. Not nntil 
yesterday did the local authorities get out photo- 
= of the dead girl to assist in the work of 

dentification. Even then they were more like 
exhibits of the case than aids to discovery. A 
good photograph and description of the dead 
giri, with illustrations and descriptions of the 
articles found on the scene of the crime, pre- 
pared in circular form, and distributed broad- 
east, might have brought about the object 
sought. It certainly could not have defeated 
the ends of justice. A Rahway photographer 
was set to work promptly and filled the order 
creditably, but one of theunwise ofticials ordered 
him to keep the pictures out of sight. Yesterday 
they were one xhibition at the Mayor’s office, but 
none could be obtained without a written order. 
Even to geta glimpse of the picture tact and 
skill, not to mention local influence, was neces- 
sary. 

There is a striking similarity between the 
methods of the country police in this case and 
in other celebrated back country murder cases, 
anditis quite likely that the results attained 
will be the same. Itis a significant fact, not at 
all creditable to the ofticials of Rahway and 
Union County, that all the clues growing out of 
the mystery of last Friday night, not to mention 
the countless rumors from day to day, have been 
first carefully investigated by the reporters. 

The clue to the mystery investigated Monday 
touching the three strangers—a man and two 
young women, who went along the Cranford 
road looking at poultry houses on Thursday— 
was yesterday taken up by a Rahway constable, 
who reported that there was nothing in it. Re- 
poe traced the trio over the ground from Eliza- 

eth to Cranford and lost them in the former place 
Thursday evening. At Bennett’s poultry house 
it had been learned that the man said his name 
was Byrne and that he had a farm in Virginia. 
The name of Timothy Byrne was on a rubber 
stamp found in the sachel, which; is 8 fot 
to have belonged to the murdered girl. The 
sachel also contained a hair brush, on the back 
of which were the initials “T. B.” Nearly all 
the residents along the Cranford road 
remarked the man’s harsh treatment of one of 
his companions, the stouter of the two, whose 
description answered in a measure to that of the 
dead girl. Another singular circumstance was 
that the basket found near the body contained 
only nine eggs,an unusual number, perhaps 
bought for “setting” purposes. It is supposed 
that persons going about the country and inter- 
ested in poultry farms might have gathered the 
eggs. 

Martin Hess, proprietor of the Cranford Hotel, 
said last evening that he saw the visitors to 
Bennett’s henery get.off the 11:12 A. M. train 
Thursday and confirms the reported likeness of 
one of the girls to the deceased. August Abry 
said the man made inquiry about fancy eggs. 

Neither Mrs. John Marson or her daughter, 
both of whom saw the strangers, viewed the 
body yesterday. They saw pictures of the dead 
girl’s face, however, and thought there was a 
resemblance to one ofthe girls seen on Thurs- 
day, the one who held aloof from her two com- 
panions and complained of being tired. Miss 
Bietta Marson, another daughter of John Mar- 
son, the machinist in Bloodgood’s milis, was 
taken to the undertaker’s by R. E, Halliday, 
of Cranford. She was quite positive it was the 
same girl she saw last week. The undertaker 
who has charge of the remains said the recog- 
nition was not complete. No effort has been 
made by the authorities to have other persons 
on the Cranford road view the remains or the 
girl’s effects. In view of the disclosures this is 
simple negligence. 


The man who called at the Bennetts’ farm and 
said his name was Byrnehas not been seen about 
Crantord since his visit last week. At Elizabeth 
it was reported that a wan answering his de- 
scription hadreturned to Cranford Friday. On 
the other hand, Officers Wright and Keron said 
yesterday that the Virginian and the two girls 
were in Elizabeth. When asked forthe names 


and whereabouts of the strangers the 
officers declined to give them. An officer 
said he went to the Bennett farm 
and asked @ woman there for. the 


name of the stranger who called with the two 
girls. She replied: ‘ Byrne.” ‘Are you sure 
of that?” he asked. She hesitated, and then 
said she was sure the name began with * B.” 
The officer concluded from this that the woman 
was wistaken. It is worthy of note that on 
Monday Mrs. Bennett gave the name of Byrne 
with every show of confidence and before she 
knew that the stamp had been found. 

The tall, sandy bearded man, George Washing- 
ton Gregory, who was arrested and subsequently 
released, before the police knew. however, that 
he resembled the Virginian Byrne, slept in 
Chamberlain’s Hotel at Rahway Monday night. 
Yesterday morning he paid his bill and went 
over to the railroad station. “Are you going to 
take the next train?” he was asked. 

‘*Maybe Iam, maybe I ain’t. What business 
is that to you?” was the rejoinder. 

The inquirer suggested thatif the gentleman 
were going away it might be well for him to 
make a statement as to whether he knew the 
murdered girlor not. **Do you take me for a 
fool. You are oneot those reporters, I suppose,” 
and George Washington walked away scornful 
and profane. He hung around Rahway all day 
without any apparent motive, but positively de- 
clined to say anything about the case. 

Joseph Tavener, an English ‘shoemaker on 
Irving-street, who has lived in Rahway for 21 
years, mentioned a circumstance yesterday that 
seemed to throw some light on the case. He 
said that last Friday evening (the night of the 
murder) he heard a young woman in front of his 
place asking the way to Campbell-street.

To the Assembly: 

Assembly bill 294, entitled “ An act to prohibit the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, ale, and beer within one- 
half mile of the grounds of the Willard Asylum for 
the Insane” is herewith returned without approval. 
This is special legislation. It is not claimed that the 
bill is for the direct protection of the inmates of the 
Willard Asylum; its approvalis not urged in order 
to preveut them from obtaining liquor. They are 
kept within the asylum boundaries. ut the alleged 
reason for this peculiar and unusual special legisla- 
tion is that some protection is needed for the em- 
ployes of the institution, who are subjected by one 
saloon to a temptation which the Legislature is en- 
treated to remove. It appears rather ridiculous that 
the action of the highest legislative and executive 
authority should be invoked in such a matter. If an 
employe of the asylum offends against any reasona- 
ble regulation of its officers it certainly would not~ 
seem to be difficult to obtain the services of some one 
to take his place who would willingly be obedient to 
all rules. 

There can be eae & question, that if the officers 
of the Willard Asylum should makearequest of 
the towns concerned that no license should be grant- 
ed within half a mile of the Asylum and show any 
good or special reason why the discretion to grant 
or refuse licenses should be thus exercised, that 
their desire would be regarded. It does not appear, 
however, that any such request to the local authori- 
ties intrusted by general statute with power in such 
matters has beenmade. The truth is, it is easier to 
come to the Legislature at Albany and secure, by 
special legislation, what is wanted, than to make 
use of the local machinery already provided. 

It would be just as proper for the Legislature to 
pass a special act prohibiting the Board of Excise 
of ery, ony from granting any license to sell 
liquor within half a mile of the Capitol in order to 
prevent State officers, members of the Legislature, 
and its employes from being subjected to the tempta- 
tion of undue indulgence in intoxicating drinks. 

Such particular legislation as this in regard to 
licenses furnishes a bad precedent. The excise laws 
should be substantially uniform in all parts of the 
State, and special laws should not be passed dis- 
criminating for or against particular localities.

‘Until a year or more since, and in answer to the 
prayer of asylum officers, the Excise Commissioners 
bad refused to grant licenses for the sale of liquor in 
the immediate vicinity of the asylum premises, but 
since 1885 licenses have been granted and the con- 
sequence has been a deplorable increase in the 
amount of drunkenness and licentiousness in this 
neighborhood. The number of discharges from the 
asylum service for intoxication has increased, and 
the demoralizing effect in an institution of this char- 
acter cannot be well estimated. A saloon has been 
licensed that is located within 500 feet of a building 
for the insane, and the temptation that is placed so 
ready to the hands of asylum servants isa means of 
demoralization that no executive discipline can 
neutralize.” 

Mr. Sweet has petitions urging the legislative 
relief provided by the vetoed bill which are 
signed by ail the Trustees of the asylum, and by 
all residents save two or three living within half 
a mile of the institution. The town of Romulus, 
whose whisky interest is so tenderly protected 
by the Governor, is Democratic, and that 
furnished another excuse for the veto. Leader 
Sheehan's motion to table the veto was lost by 
49 to 51, the Democrats voting solidly in the af- 
firmative, and with them Messrs. Mase, Maurer, 
and Reitz, Republicans. The veto will be taken 
up to-morrow, and very caustic reference to the 
Governor’s action may be looked for.

Had Mrs. Potter displayed the possession of a 
scintilla of genius or even ordinary talent the 
first unhappy impression would in the course 
of the evening have been effaced; but there 
was, unfortunately, nething from first to last 
which seemed to warrant the lady in adopting 
the stage as her profession. 

Her first scene with Delamayn was played 
in a jerky and nervous manner, the rather 
lengthy arms of the new aspirant for public 
honors appearing even longer than they are by 
reason of the peculiar dress worn. 

They were continually in motion, and actively 
engaged in sawing the air whenever it fell to 
their owner's lot to speak to the young gentle- 
man who had betrayed her. 

But her arms were not the only portion of the 
lady’s anatomy which proved restive and un- 
manageable. She has a decidedly disagreeable 
habit of rolling her eyes, displaying the whites 
of them as though about to indulge in a fainting 
fit. This appears to be Mrs. Potter’s only method 
of conveying expression. 

Whatever emotion she wishes to express the 
attempts are made by means of her visual or- 
gans, and the method became uncomfortably 
monotonous. The lady possesses a sharp, stri- 
dent voice, but it is devoid of power, and is cold, 
expressionless, and harsh. She understands 
but little of its use, and manages it with little 
skill or exhibition of elocutionary ability. 

Her movements are ungraceful and ungainly, 
and while this may have been the effect of stage 
fright, her efforts at locomotion cannot be said 


to have been favorably received. These were | 


the impressions experienced during the first act, 
and when, on the order of Lady Lundie that no 
one should “ mention that woman’s name in this 
house again,” the act drop fell, it did so in an 
ominous silence which betokened the verdict of 
those present.

THE TRAGEDY AT BOSTON. 











GAMBLER FLANIGAN STILL ALIVE AND 
ALBRECHT IN CUSTODY. 

Boston, March 29.—The Avery-street 
tragedy occupies the attention of the police, and 
is proving something ofa puzzle. The question 
of course hinges on murder or justifiable homi- 
cide. As there is only circumstantial evidence 
beyond the stories of Albrecht and Fianigan, the 
case becomes difficult to unravel. Evidently 
the entire truthis not told by either of these 
men. The scene of the tragedy bears ample tes- 
timony to the sanguinary and frantic struggle 
in which Albrecht was engaged, and his 
ideas of just what occurred may very 
naturally be somewhat indefinite. There is, 
therefore, little that is strange in the fact 
that the story first told by him was greatly 
modified in later statements. When confronted 


with the empty shells found on the floor of the 
faro bank he admitted that he reloaded his re- 
volver after firing its contents at the two 
gamblers. At first he denied this. Examina- 
tion of his rooms revealed a box of cartridges 
with 10 missing. Five were found in his re- 
volver, four of them empty and the fifth show- 
ing marks of the hammer; fourempty shells were 
found on the floor, and the tenth shell was 
picked up on the flat roof of a shed under 
a window in the room of No. 10. Albrechtfinally 
admitted that he reloaded the revolver, and it 
seems that strangely enough he had just enough 
cartridges with him for a second load. When he 
began firing he said he continued until he had 
discharged every cartridge in the revolver. He 
then stepped to the rear part of the room, threw 
out the shells, and taking another round of car- 
tridges from his pocket reloaded the weapon. 
While doing so Flanigan went to where Lanna- 
han was lying and rolied him over. Finding his 
partner was dead, Flanigan, Albrecht says, 
started toward him with an iron bar used as a 
fastening to a window, saying: *“T’ll fix you, 
you.” Albrecht again began firing, and 
after three shots Flanigan rushed, wounded as 
he was, for the door and ran down stairs. Sup- 
posing Flanigan had gone out to the street, Al- 

recht says he started down jstairs. On reach- 
ing the entryway he saw Flanigan there, and, 


fired again at the gambler, but does not think 
the shot took effect. 

Flanigan; in his statement last night, said that 
Albrecht fired at him while he was trying to es- 
cape. If this were so his bullet wounds would nat- 
urally bein the back, while every bulletentered 
from the front and apparently at close range. 
On the other hand, Albrecht saysnothing about 
the terrible beating to which Flanigan’s body 
bears ample testimony. The floor and the walls 
inithe lower entry, completely covered with the 
gory evidence of the struggle, show that the 
larger portion of Flanigan’s visible injuries were 
received here. One eye was beaten out, and the 
injured man's head is a mass of wounds and 
bruises, evidently inflicted with the handle of 
bm revolver or the iron bar taken from the win- 

ow. 

At 9 o’clock this evening Flanigan was still 
alive, but death was anticipated at any moment. 
Since last night he has been too weak to make 
any statement. Albrecht was arraigned to-day 
on a complaint charging him with the willful

WGLYNN'S NEW CRUSADE 


SPEAKING LAST NIGHT TO 
ENTHUSIASTIC HEARERS. 
THE ACADEMY OF MUSIC FILLED WITH 
PEOPLE WHO SHARED HIS VIEWS 

AND APPLAUDED HIS WORDS. 

The great auditorium of the Academy of 
of Music was packed last night as it rarely has 
been before. The whole house was filled from 
top to bottom with wildly enthusiastic admirers 
of the Rev. Dr. Edward McGlynn, who delivered 
a lecture upon ‘‘ The Cross of a New Crusade.” 
Early in the. evening a great and clamoring 
crowd besieged the Irving-place entrance, and 
excitedly hurried to their seats as soon as the 
doors were opened. Photographs of Dr. Me: 
Glynn and Henry George were sold in the lobby, 
and were bonght with avidity. By 8 o’clock 
every seat down stairs was filled and but few re- 
mained unoccupied in the balconies . 

On the stage was John McMackin, “Chairman 
of the meeting;” Dr. Henry Carey, John R. 
Feeny, Mrs. Hackett, C. R. Carr, Mrs. Patrick 


Martin, Miss Canty, and James J. Gahan. In 
the boxes were James O’Brien, labor’s new ally; 
John McGowan, the Rev. Drs. Kramer, Burtsail, 
Sylvester, Malone, and Barry, the Misses Me- 
Caffrey, P.H. McMora’ and others. The body 
of the house was filled with faces which St. 
Stephen’s Church bas known for years. 

A few minutes after 8 o’clock Father Me- 
Glynn, dressed in a black Prince Albert suit, 
and with nothing about him suggestive of the 
pe. and accompanied by the Rev. Fathers 

eGuire ana McLaughlin, appeared upon the 
stage. The great audience rose wildly to its 
multitudinous feet and cheered for fully five ‘ 
minutes, and in the midst of the enthusiasm the 
Rev. Father Curran, former Assistant Pastor 
at St. Stephen’s, took his seat upon the 
stage. When the ,cheering had sumewhbat 
subsided, Chairman McMackin made a little 
speech of introduction. He said that all asser- 
tions that the working people were lukewarm in 
their support of Father McGlynn werecalumnies, 
and introduced the speaker as the man who 
“stands to-day far above any who teach the 
Christian religion.” While the enthusiastic 
greeting which Father McGlynn had received 
Was being repeated several little white-robed 

irls presented to him a huge and beautiful col- 
ection of flowers. When he was allowed to do 
so Father MoGlynn said: 

Mr. CHAIRMAN, LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: I do 
not stand upon a familiar platform. I am ex- 
ceedingly more familiar with another platform, 
from which [ have spoken for many years—27 
last Friday—(applause)—the Christian pulpit. 
But if I shall not be permitted to preach 
truths only because I knew them to be 
truths from that pulpit I shall not stultity 
myself so far as to permit any man to say that 
because of my suspension [ have changed one 
jot or tittle of my belief in those truths [great 
applause] or that I have lost any of my rever- 
ence which I have always cherished toward the 
beauties of the house of God and the place 
where His glory dwelleth. [Applause.] If I shal! 
not be permitted to preach from a Christian pul- 
pit, then I willfrom whatever piace [ may be 
permitted to occupy. I will not be guilty of the 
indiscretion of obtruding upon promiscuous 
audiences the doctrines of the Catholic Church, 
yet, so help me God, I will never say anything 
against the truths of Catholic theology or 
of Catholic philosophy. While [I do not 
admit the province of the Christian Church to 
control mingtely the political interests of a 
nation, or define the thousands of knotty ques- 
tions of policy, yet I cheerfully give 
permission to any one to denounce me as 
a traitor if I shall ever say anything 
against or contrary to those truths. So help 
me God. [Applause.] I acknowledge that 
T am never free to sin against any of the holy 
teachings of the church. ButIcan say, modest 
though [ am, that I know enough of her theology 
to know what are ber defined doctrines; I think 
I need not tell you that I know my litte 
catechism. [Laughter and applause.) . 

“The cross of the new crusade is not raised 
in hostility to the cross of Christ. It stands for 
those who hear the call to forget themselves, 
their own petty grievances, to set aside every- 
thing and deycte themselves for battling for 
the right-—for the trath that must be 
as old as Godt Himself So it is a 
new crusade for the enforcing and the propagat- 
ing of an ancient truth. This crusade is neces- 
sarily a religious movement. If it were not you 
might, at its very outset, count me out of it. 
For, to be frank with you, any cause that has no 
religious inspiration, no religious justitieation, 
no religious consummation, is net worth your 
while for you to waste your time upon.” 

Father MeGlynn then spoke at gcreat length 
upon the beauties of God's works, of their chari- 
ty to all men, and continued: “This is my ex- 
cuse to stand here and talk of truth and justice 
and love—to talk, perhaps, to men who had 
learned to hate a church of which [ was a serv- 
er.” [Great applanse.] He said he considered 
it his duty to scatter truth broadcast wherever 
| and whenever the opportunity presented itself 
“ Now,” he continued, “ I'll let you into’a little 

secret—there are enough of you here to keep it. 

The secret is this: My opinion is that the 

church would speedily gather into it the whole 
' world if she would preach more generously 
avd more self-sacrificedly to people wherever 
they can be found to listen, the biessedness of 
the fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of 
man. 

“ During a political campaign thatis now re- 
garded as having passed into ancient bistory— 
it was made about four months ago— many men 
came to me and told me that they were attracted 
to the new party because there was so much/re- 
ligion in it. Menwho had never belicved in any 
but a very unjust God, when they heard of a man 
who taught and believed in a God, and who 
came to teach the doctrine that the more mouths 
that came into the world the more hands came 
to feed them, they believe? in him. 

“TI had been blessed, or cursed, a8 yon wil, 
from boybood with a very decided enlargement 
of the heart. [Applanes.. I tormented myself 
with the questions of why there was so much 
misery in the world, why so many ragged chil- 
dren, why 80 many men looking for unattainable 











work, and, on the other hand, why there 
were so many who worked not, neither 
did they spin, but who were arrayed in 


colors of the rainbow, and who actually found 
life a bore to them. That disease of mind had a 
reat deal te do in driving me into the church, 
or there I thought I could do good to the poor. 
{[Applanse.}] I ee for every cause 
that is striving for the abolition of pover 


ty, and must sympathize with, speak 
about, and labor for it. I never thonght 
that when I bowed in deep humility 


before the holy altar and assumed the dutiesof a 
priest that [ was to arise from my prostrate 
attitude any the less a man—any the less & citi- 
zen. {Great applause and three cheers for the 
“American priest” were given witha will.) [ 
thought that the priesthood gave to a citizen 
new sanctity, new crace, new dignity.” 5 

After alluding to the great triumphs achieved 
by the church in ancient days in Hfting up the 
siasen, the speaker went on: 

“Those priests who gathered in the poor and 
the lowly never went to Roman Emperors te 
apologize for what they did. Emperors ordered 
their heads cut off, and they rather hked it. 
Liked it because they knew that a man who bad 
a great truth in him could preach it better with 
his head otf than with it on his shoulders. 
{Applause.}] I think, from your applause, thet 
you discover in my last remark a parable noi 
entirely inapplicable to me. ([Applause.} I 
did not intend any, but will not question your 
verdict. [A voice, **Head cn or head off, we'll 
follow you to the death.”}] Our new crusade is 
tor enforcing the great primal truths, equality 
of right to all God’s children, He has made us 
land animals, and any set of men who shall re- 
strain our right to the equal possession of the 
general bounties of the earth, the sunlight, ai, 
water—and land [applause,] are guilty of Dlus- 
phemy against the universal Father--guilty et 
inaking millions feel that the giving of lite was 
the work of some hateful fiend.” | 

A long explanation of the doctrine, * The land 
belongs equally to the human famtly,” was given 
by the speaker, and then be asked: 

“What are we going to do about it? How 
effect the change? ‘The adoption of the land 
theories is the remedy.” : 

In speaking of the Labor Party Dr. McGlynn 
said: **There are workers and workers. Some 
work with their hands; others with their jaws. 
I’m a jawswmith.” E 

Dr. MeGlynn talked for an hour about the ideal 
life which would begin when the natural order 
of things—equuai possessions—should be resumed, 
and wade plain his theories by many happy 
illustrations. He vonciuded his address, which 
lasted for two hours and fifty minutes, by ad- 
juring his hearers to take up the cross of the 
new crusade. ‘‘ Nobody will bow more reverent- 
ly to the decision of the chureh.” he said, “than 
I, but [ feel contident that it is not possible that 
the church can imprint the stigma of its con- 
demnation upon a cause that is sojmanifestly and 
christianly a just one.” 

After the conclusion of his talk crowds of per- 
sops assembled about him, shaking bis band. 
Dr. MeGlynn looked very well—even robust—- 
and his friends congratulated him upon his evi- 
dently improved condition. It was almost mid- 
night when the last persons left the building.

A SHORT DEBATE—A LIVELY FIGHT 
OVER THE GAS BILLS. 
ALBANY, March 29.—The disclosures of 


Chamberlain Ivins of the political assessments 
levied on candidates in New-York City have 
greatly disturbed the politicians of Tammany 
Hall, and they have been still more disconcerted 
by the fear that these disclosures will give a 
powerful impetus to a citizens’ movement at the 
coming city election. Senator Plunkitt, who 
likes to be called the Czar of Tammany by rural 
Republicans, set out this morning to punish Mr. 
Ivins. He threw his castor into the ring early in 
the morning with the declaration that Mr. Ivins 
was a reformer on a twenty-five-thousand-dollar 
salary, who went about New-York telling 
every one what amounts candidates were 
required to pay to be elected. With 
tragic pathos he annonneced that even 
State Senators were not shielded from Mr. 
Ivins’s disposition to tell stories out of school. 
Having unburdened himself of his grievance, 
*Mr. Plunkitt offered a resolution reciting that 


the Chamberiain of New-York City receives 
$25,000 salary, and that his clerks by law are 
required to be paid by him, and directing the

Senator Dunham is engaged in the task of 


ferreting out the city institutions which, under 
the guise of charity and philanthropy, put much 
of their income-bearing property out of the 
reach of the Assessors. He has learned that in 
the year 1862 the Woodlawn Cemetery Associa- 
tion purchased 400 acres of land at $200 an 
acre, and has since disposed of only about 50 
acres, retaining the remaining 250 acres in the 
city limits, which are worth easily $2,000 an 
acre, a8 a source of revenue. To secure an au- 
thoritative acknowledgment of this state of 
tacts, he introduced and the Senate passed a 
resolution which calls on the Trustees of 
Woodlawn to report in 10 days to the Senate: 
First, the amount of land purchased by it, with 
dates, average price per acre, and total price 
paid, and names of sellers; second, the amount 
of land since sold and now used for cemetery 
purposes, with the average price at which it was 
sold; third, the total amount received for burial 
plots sold; fourth, the total amount actually ex- 
pended for construction, maintenance, and sal- 
aries; fifth, what dividends have been paid, and 
to whom in the last ten years. If his informa- 
tion shall be substantiated by the replies, Mr. 
Dunham means to introduce a bill repealing the 
exemption from taxation which this property 
now enjoys, and thus force its sale. 


Senator Vedder has introduced a bill which ap- 


plies the method of taxing n:®ional bank stock 
to the taxation of the stock of trust companies. 
It provides that such stock shall be taxed as per- 
sonal property in the city where the company’s 
headquarters are. In order to avoid double tax- 
ation of real property deductions are to be made 
frem the value of theshares of stock propor- 
tionate to the ratio between the company’s real 
and personal property. 


The legal preljiminaries for the retirement of 


Justice William Murray, of the Supreme Court, 
have been completed, and the Senate this morn- 
ing passed the concurrent resolution for his re- 
moval on account of ill health. Gov. Hill fills 
the vacancy by appointment until next Janu- 
ary, and in November the Sixth Judicial Dis- 
trict elects his successor. Senator John Smith 
wants the Republican nomination. The name of 
O. V. Kellogg, a former Democratic member of 
Assembly from Cortland County, has been 
mentioned as the Governor’s probable nominee 
for the vacancy. 


Senator Reilly’s Saturday Half-holiday bill 


passed the Senate unanimously to-day. The bill 
makes every Saturday, from noon to midnight, 
a legal holiday. It also changes the existing 
law by providing that bank paper due on a holi- 
day shall become payable the day after, instead 
of the day before, a legal holiday. 


The Assembly passed to-day the Hagan bill, 


empowering the New-York Fire Commissioners, 
with the approval of the Board of Estimate and 


Apportionment, to fix the salaries of chiefs of 
battalions at not less than $2,500 nor more than 
$3,000; the Hornidge bill for the creation of a 


new public bath, to be situated on thei/Kast River 
between Forty-ninth and Fifty-first streets; the 


Hogeboom bill adding two more State Assessors 
to the present board and giving the board the 
power to equalize the State tax among the 
counties; the Hamilton bill permitting the ex- 
penditure of $1,500,000fupon the New-York 
parks, with the proviso that not more than 
$500,000 shall be —— annually, the first 
expenditure to be made not before the year 1888. 

The bill of Mr. Kruse passed by the Assembly 
to-day is of importance to ali corporations in 
this State. It declares that hereafter no institu- 
tion or company incorporated in this State, or 
doing business in this State under a foreign 
charter, “shall go‘into operation without first 
having the name of the institution or company, 
the date of incorporation or organization, the 
act or authority under which incorporated or 
organized, the place of business, the Post Office 
address, and names of the President, Secretary, 
and Treasurer, the amount of capital authorized 
by its charter, and the amount of capital paid 
into the treasury of the company, registered in 
the office of the Controller.’ No corporation 
which neglects this formality shall have the 
right to sue, appearin or prosecute any action 
or proceeding in any court of this State, until 
the neglect has been remedied. 

The Assembly has also passed the Henry bill 
fixing the salaries of Police Surgeons at $3,000. 

Ninety-two members of the Assembly meekly 
bowed their heads to-day and voted away 
$37,000 for completing and furnishing the Ex- 
ecutive mansion. This makes $141,000 alto- 
gether, that the Assemblies of this year and last 
have voted to the Governor for building hima 
gorgeous palace. The only six Assemblymen 
who cared to face the Governor's wrath by vot- 
ing against the aoc ee were Mesars. Ains- 
worth, Babcock, Eldridge, Fort, McEvoy, and A. 
8. Thompson. Ex-Speaker Erwin took the Re- 
publicans in hand for this occasion, and 
the Governor feels deeply grateful to 
him. If any sons of St. Lawrence want 
a job around the Capitol, now is the time to enlist 
the ex-Speaker, for it is understood that some 
vacancies are to be made for him and Speaker 
Husted for their share in the work of passing 
the bill. Mr. Platt voted for the bill under pro- 
test. “It was understood that the original ap- 
propriation of $104,000 would suflice to com- 
plete the structure,” he declared, ‘and it is non- 
sense to suppose that it cost $37,000 to take 
down a few bricks in changing the original 

ians. The necessity of this bill convinces me 
that there has been malfeasance in office in con- 
nection with this appropriation.”’ 

The House to-night went into Committee of 
the Whole on the special order—the gas bills. 
Mr. Erwin advocated the passage of his bill pro- 
viding for a Gas Commission of three to be ap- 

ointed by the Governor and Senate. The idea, 
16 said, was to have a commission appointed 
that shall have something of the supervision 
over gas companies that the Railroad Commis- 
sion has over railroads. With a good commission, 
such as the Governor would be expected to 
name, great benefit would accrue to the people, 

Mr. Cantor said the Legislature ought to put 
ita foot down on all commissions. They were 
simply to protect corporations. Do not piace it 
in the power of any one man to determine what 
the price of gas shallbe. He wasinfavorof a 
special act which would give proper relief to the 
cities of New-York and Brooklyn. The Legisla- 
ture shouid retain its control over corporations. 
Step by step the people were being deprived of 
power which the Constitution lodges in them. 

Mr. Sheehan believed in a gas commission, if a 
proper one would be appointed, Buffalo needed 
gas supervision as much as New-York and 
Brooklyn. ¥ This bill might not be broad 
enough. He would not vore for any bill which 
might inany way be considered to affect any 
acts now in operation reducing the price of gas. 
He oftered an amendment to that effect. Mr. 
Erwin said he had no objection to the amend- 
meut. He desired the bill to be perfected, and 
was opposed to repealing the act of 1886 or any 
other act reducing the price of gas. 

Mr. Greene referred to the Gas Commission 
bill as a gigantic job, The men who were behind 
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that job for the sale of certain meters succeeded 
in working up publie opinion inits favor through 
the newspapers, and those who honestly op- 
posed that bill were denounced as having acted 
with improper motives. 

Mr. Hamilton opposed the bill, which, he 
thought, was an effort on the part of gas com- 
— to get around legislation of other years. 

his measure he declared to beafraud. This 
aroused Mr. Erwin, who jamped to his feet and 
denounced Mr. Hamilton. He denied that this 
bill or any other blll that he had introduced was 
a fraud. 

“T do not say that the gentleman from New- 
York [Mr, Hamilton] is a liar, but if I should sa 
so I would probably tell the truth,” he shouted. 

Mr. Erwin declared that the bill was drawn 
and Ab aie in the interest of the consumer, 
and it ill became any one to declare it a fraud. 
Mr. Martin opposed the bill, principally for the 
reason that it was favored by the Consolidated 
Gas Companies of New-York. When the Legtis- 
lature delegated its powers it delegated its pow- 
ers to those whom they represented. Such 
legislation had never proved beneficial in the 
past. The Legislature should keep in its own 
hands the power to regulate affairs in this State. 

Mr. McKenna offered an amendment that the 
companies should be permitted to declare div- 
idends of 10 per cent. on the capital actually 
invested, the object of the amendment being 
be ——- declaring of dividends on watered 
stock. : 

Mr. Kruse offered an amendment, which was 
adopted, making the bill apply to fuel gas as well 
as illuminating gas companies. 

Mr. Ives moved to amend by providing that in 
cities of 900,000 inhabitants the price shall not 
exceed $1 25, and of 500,000 inhabitants $1 60. 
Tunis was adopted by d rising vote. 

No vote had been taken on the other amend- 
ments when the hour of 10 o’clock arrived, and 
the Speaker took the chair and declared the 
House adjourned, 

The Cable bill of Senator Traphagen, which 
Bub Mulry was so anxious to drag out of the 
Assembly Railroad Committee last week, will be 
reported adversely, together with another bill 
on the same subject. The cable lobby will have 
its hands full in the next 24 hours. It will rally 
its minions and endeavor to defeat the commit- 
tee’s report. After a scene in the Railroad Com- 
mittee between the so-called godless Deacon 
Richardson, of Brooklyn, and the bold Shea, of 
New-York, over the latter’s bill compelling the 
substitution of the grooved rails for the centre- 
bearing rails on street railroads, the bill was re- 
ferred to the Railroad Commission. 

The Fish Commissioners have forwarded pro- 
tests to the Governor and members of the Sen- 
ate against the passage of the Finn bill, repeal- 
ing the lobster protective law. This law ae 
hibits the catching of lobstersof legs than 101, 
inches in length, and thus contributes some- 
thing toward preventing the extinction of this 
Shelltish in New-York waters.

THE ELECTRIO SUBWAY BILLS. 





MEASURES ARGUED BEFORE THE LEGIS- 


LATIVE COMMITTEES. 

ALBANY, March 29.—The authorities of New- 
York City have been negotiating for some days 
with the Electrical Subway Commissioners to 
effect a compromise on the several bills re- 
lating to subway commissions before the 
Senate Cities Committee. At the hearing this 
afternoon Assistant Corporation Counsel Scott 
outlined the propositions of the city, which have not 
yet been put in final shape. Mayor Hewitt has 
abandoned the idea of a Subway Commission to be 
composed of city officers, and instead will consent to 
the extension of the term of the present Commission- 
ers, provided the Commissioner of Public Works and 


the Controller are added to the commission. The 
city abandons the idea of constructing the sub- 
ways itself, and consents to the performance of 
the work by the Consolidated Underground 
Telegraph and Telephone Subway Company. 
The bill is to provide, however, that the 
city at any time, under certain conditions, 
may purchase the subwaysat a price to be fixedin 
the future. Penalties are to be imposed for failure 
to fillany part of the contract by the consolidated 
company. These suggestions have not yet been put 
inform, andthe committee took no action accord- 
ingly. It heard Subway Commissioner Gibbens set 
forth at length the public and private virtues of 
Roswell P. Flower, with incidental references to 
the work of the commission. Mr. Lauterbach stated 
that his company was backed by all the telegraph, 
telephone, and electric light companies, and was 
prepared to put the wires all under ground #ithin a 
year, if the Commission bill were passed, and te save 
he city from any patent legislation. 

President Shelburne, of the United Lines Subway 
Company, put ina pleain behalf of his company, 
which heclaims alone has the right to construct 
subways. 

The sub-committee of the State Brewers’ Associa- 
tion appeared before the Committee on Internal Af- 
fairs to present what its spokesman, Mr. Charles A. 
Stadler, said would be “novel objections” to the 
Crosby High License bill. The committee, however, 
delayed the hearing until to-morrow morning. The 
bill will be reported to-morrow by Senators Connelly 
and Low, Senator Dunham dissenting, and Mr. Pitts 
will move a suspension of therules so that the bill 
may be immediately considered. It will be ordered 
toa third reading to-morrow, passed and sent to 
Gov. Hill on Thursday. 

The Assembly Ways and Means Committes will 
favorably report the Raines bill apprepriating 
$200,000 for New-York to monument the spots eccu- 
pied by her troops on the field of Gettysburg. The 
same committee will give a hearing next Tuesday on 
the Tax Brokers’ bill and the Bucket Shop bill of 
that eminent angler after the finances of Wall-street 
business men, senator Vedder. 

The Assembly Judiciary Committee is responsible 
for a deal of doubtful legislation this year. Bilis by 
the bunch are reported weekly, with no other 
thought seemingly than to get them out of the com- 
mittee. Two bills of Mr. McCann will be reported 
favorably to-morrow. One fixesatine of $1,000, or 
imprisonment for one year, a3 punishment for who- 
ever contracts for options on any food products or 
forestails the market by spreading false rumors to 
infiuence the prices of these commodities. The 
other makes it a felony to contract for future deliv- 
ery any commodity wuless accompanied by a bill of 
lading describing the exact location of the actual 
property; charging premiums for delivery unless 
the charges are based or money actually paid for 
carrying pd re ge ty is also made a felony. 

Two bills of Mr. Kenny, of New-York, will also bo 
reported, whose chief object may be ta make the 
pawnbrokers look serious and hunt around to find 
somebody who can stop their passage. One prohib- 
its the receipt of any articles from persons under 18 
years of age. The other limits tol per cent, per 
month the pawnbrokers’ interest. Mr, Kenny 
smiles when ho thinks that the three-ball men 
have something to consider now besides the 
profits of their business. A favorable report 
will also be made on the Youngman Dill, pro- 
hibiting the placing of messenger call boxes in 
disreputable houses and unlicensed saloons; the 
Baker amendment to create Associate Judges of the 
Court of Appeals, and Mr. Hamilton’s bill allowing 
the Register of New-York to charge for his searches 
5 cents for conveyances, 5 for mortgages, and 6 for 
all other incumbrances on liens, and 10 cents for 
each return made of a conveyance or Hen found af- 
fecting the property; all searches to be completed 
within 20 days. For searches which must be re- 
turned within a specified time, the Register is al- 
lowed to charge one-half these fees extra. 

The queerest committee that ever considered such 
a serious subject as the prisons of this State is that 
setup by Speaker Husted in the Assembly this 
year. Itagreed by a vote of five to four te-day to 
favorably report the Graham bill, reorganizing the 
prison system of the State. The affirmative votes 
were those of Chairman Smith, Charles Smith, 
Prime, Graham, and Hill. The negatives were cast 
by Messrs Mase, Weed, Fort, and White. The 
pill, among other ‘things, compels the em.- 
ployment of convicts in manufacturing with- 
out the use of machinery. Another 
queer measure favorably reported by the same com- 
mittee is that of Assemblyman White, compelling 
every convict, upon being released trom a State 
prison, to be escorted by a prison officer to the door- 
steps of the Court House where he was convicted, 
and there to receive his formal discharge. It seems

General has issued the following circular to Division 
Superintendents and Inspectors and other officials 
and employes of the Railway Mail Service: 

“The attention of the department has been invited 
by the officers of many rzilread companies tothe 
Inter-State Commerce act, with inquiry how far 
those provisions which they have deemed restrictive 
of free travel affect persons or employes of the Postal 
Service. The correspondence has almost universally 
contained expressions of willingness to confinue the 
facilities heretefore afforded, unless such a course be 


in contravention of law. In order to the satisfactory 
exposition ot this point the opinion of the Attorney-

Gov. Hizt’s reasons. for vetoing the bill 
prohibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors 
within half a mile of the Willard Insane 
Asylum are perfectly good.

In this as in many other 
matters the conditions and requirements of 
these cities are so peculiar that scores of 
laws are passed applying to'them only. But 
the Governor is plainly whetting his knife 
for the High License bill on these special 
and local acts. Perhaps he may discover 
that the knife has two edges.

Tt will. be a great blow to JOHN SHERMAN 
and not pleasant news to Mr. BLAINE to 
learn that a committee of the Legislature 
of Connecticut having a Republican ma- 
jority has reported favorably a resolution 
that goes to the heart of the only remaining 
professed principle of the Republican plat- 
form makers that has any vitality in it.

The bill providing that the monthly rates 
for telephones shall not exceed $6 50 in this 
city and Brooklyn, $4 in Buffalo, $3 in all 
other cities of the State, and $2 50 in the 
villages, was ordered toa third reading in 
the Senate yesterday and will be passed in 
that body to-day. It should then be passed 
in the Assembly. The very high rate in 
this city is maintained in order that the 
Bell Company, of Boston, may receive large 
dividends on the stock of the local company 
which it owns, and at the same time take 
$14 a year for the use of instruments whose 
entire cost is only $3 42. We have recently 
shown how the Bell Company has compelled 
local companies to water their stock and 
raise their rates. The Bell Company’s 
annual report, published this morning, 
shows that the net earnings last year were 
$1,947,284, or nearly 20 per cent. op a 
nominal capital of $10,000,000,. which has 
been watered repeatedly. The company 
also has a surplus of nearly $1,500,000. 
Legislators should not forget that a local 
company in the city of Providence is serv- 
ing 2,007 subscribers and making 20 per 
cent. dividends, with a house rate of only 
$2 50a month. This shows what can be 
done. with an honest capital and under 
fair management, It is when the Bell 
Company steps in and demands a great 
slice of stock, and when the local company 
must create new stock to satisfy the Bell 
Company’s greed, that rates are put up. 


Ignorant as he is, Senator PLUNKITT 
knows that the charges and insinuations 
he made against City Chamberlain Ivins 
yesterday are without warrant or founda- 
tion. But Senator PLUNKITT’S purpose was 
to “‘get even,” and he wasn’t particular 
about the means. The Senator’s dislike 
of Mr. Ivins is not at all surprising. In- 
telligent and upright men like the 
present City Chamberlain have but a faint 
idea of how extremely distasteful they are 
to persons of the Plunkitt stamp. Their in- 
telligence and their uprightness and the 
other qualities which gain them the respect 
of the reputable part of the community 
are sO Many personal insults to the Plunk- 
itts of this world. And when ‘such men, 
holding important public trusts, take partin 

. a pestilent agitation for cleaner politics and 
shamelessly address the Commonwealth 
Club upon the evils of political assessments, 
it must be confessed that it is asking a little 
too ‘much of the Plunkitts to bear it all in 
ignoble silence. If the influence of such 
pernicious examples is not in some way 
counteracted, pray what will the public 
offices be good for a dozen years hence? 


A fire in the Bowery last night caused a 
block of something like an hour’s duration 
on the elevated road. The elevated roads 
would seem to be saferfrom interruption by 
such a cause than the surface roads.

If the conductors were au- 
thorized to turn their cars, and ply between 
the fire and the terminus, it would be neces- 
sary for delayed passengers only to walk 
around the fire in order to find means of 
transportation. Instead of this the street 
cars simply run as nearas they can go to 
the scene of disaster, and stand there in un- 
profitable idleness. 





THE OLD TRICK. 

The Republicans in Rhode Island are 
making desperate efforts to save their boss- 
made ticket. The chances are, of course, in 
their favor. The total vote for Governor in 
the little State is very small, hardly more 
on an average than one-ninth that of the 
city of New-York, and about two-thirds that 
of an ordinary Congressional district in 
this State. The normal proportion of the 
Republican vote is not under 60 per cent., 
and the majority in an ordinary straight 
election is over 6,000 in a total of 25,000. 
Last year there were 26,875 votes cast, of 


} which Mr. WETMORE, the present candidate, 


received 14,340; SPRAGUE, the Democratic 
candidate, 9,944, and Siape, Prohibition- 
ist, 2,585, about four-fifths of which came 
} from the Republicans. In 1884, with a 
} total of 25,541, the Republican candidate 


had 15,936 and the Democrat9,592. Under 


these conditions of political strength, with 
the State Government in their possession, 
with the machinery of the prohibitory 
' liquor law in the hands of Boss BRAYTON, 
} whose political existence depends on vic- 
tory for the ticket he has named, it would 
not seem that any special exertions ought 
to be necessary for Republican success. 
But the exertions making are very special 
indeed. The candidate is not a strong one. 
He is to all intents and purposes a New- 
York man. Hehad to get the nomination 
from BRAYTON on the terms exacted by the 
latter, which embraced large contributions 
to the campaign fund and implicit obedience 
to BRAYTON’S requirements. The best rep- 
resentative of the Republican press, the 
Providence Journal, is waging determined 
war on BRAYTON and on his men in nomina- 
tion. The machine has no paper in Provi- 
dence except a feeble Sunday journal start- 
ed for its own purposes in the-present cam- 
paign. Its chief reliance is on the regular 
Blaine organ in New-York, aided by a corre-

If a 
vacancy in Rhode Island’s representation in 
the Senate should arise, a Democratic Gov- 
ernor could appoint a Democratic Senator, 
By his aid the Democrats could organize the 
Senate and accept TuRPIr’s credentials, 
thus removing the only restraint on the 
Democratic Executive and Democratic 
House.” This, we may say in passing, is 
pure invention. The Senate, according to 
the Tribune Almanac, stands, without a Sen- 
ator from indiana, 39 Republicans to 36 
Democrats. If Mr. CHace or Mr. ALDRICH, 
who are both in excellent health, and will 
be surprised to hear that their immediate 
death is an element in the canvass of their 
State, should either of them pass away, and 
the Democratic Governor should name a 
Democrat from Rhode Island, there would 
still be 38 Republicans to 37 Democrats to 
vote on “‘ TURPIP’s credentials.” We do not 
think, therefore, that this argument is cal- 
culated to raise the price of Republican 
votes in Rhode Island. 

But what a senseless thingit is for a party 
with a solid majority for any decent ticket 
equal to one-fourth of the total vote to lug 
into the canvass such remote contingen- 
cies. Nor does the New-York organ of the 
Rhode Island machine stop there. It seri- 
ously proclaims that “if the Democrats 
triumph in the Gubernatorial elections it 
will go far toward carrying the Congres- 
sional élection in the Second District next 
Fall. The Republicans absolutely need that 
Congressman in order to elect their candi- 
date for President in case the election is 
thrown into the House!” This is more 
ridiculous than -the other. In the Second 
District last Fall the Republicans polled 
only 4,849 votes out of 11,127 after having 
obtained a majority in the State election. 
The fate of that districtis in all human 
probability sealed, andis not likely to be 
changed by anything that may happen this 
Spring. The Republican who wishes to 
protest against the corrupt and shameful 
rule of BRAYTON will hardly be restrained 
by the thought that his action may in- 
fluence some voter whose course in a Con- 
gressional district may influence the de- 
cision of the Presidential election if it 
should be thrown into the House. Heis 
more likely to think that if machine rule is 
to be strengthened in the Republican Party 
there will be very little chance of its Presi- 
dential candidate getting enough votes to 
carry the election into the House. 


A POLICY OF SHIRKING. 

Sir HENRY HOLLAND, the British Colonial 
Secretary, declared in the House of Com- 
mons on Monday evening that under the act 
of 1867 the Canadian Parliament possesses 
authority ‘‘to purchase and direct the opera- 
tions of armed cruisers in Canadian waters 
without the consent of the Imperial Govern- 
ment.” This broad interpretation of the act 
may some day prove a source of inconven- 
ience and embarrassment to her Majesty’s 
Government, but the present significance of 
the Colonial Secretary’s statement is that the 
Salisbury Ministry will continue that policy 
of shirking all duties and responsibilities in 
respect to the fisheries question which it has 
thus far observed with so little credit to 
itself. 

The consequences of England’s refusal to 
give decent consideration to the representa- 
tions of Minister PHELPS are easy to foresee. 
Canadian statesmanship is not the wisest 
or the most prudent in the world, and acting 
without any restraint from the Imperial 
Government the authorities of the Domin- 
ion will be likely during the coming Summer 
to surpass their arbitrary and outrageous 
exploits of last year. Against such viola- 
tions of our commercial rights we are armed 
in advance in the special retaliatory powers 
given to the President. 

The use of those powers will, at any 
rate, serve to call the attention of the im- 
perial authorities to the magnitude of the 
interests and the seriousness of the ques- 
tions involved, and we imagine that the 
consequences of a resort to retaliatory 
measures on our part would very soon con- 
vince even a Tory Ministry that armed 
cruisers were not so much needed by the 
Canadians as common sense and fairness. 


CHICAGO'S AWFUL EXAMPLE. 

The consequence of the eight years’ rule 
of CARTER HARRISON as Mayor of Chicago 
is not only his forced retirement from polit- 
ical life, but such a demoralized condition of 
the Democratic organization in that city 
that nobody else will take its nomination. 
Only one of the four candidates on the 
ticket nominated by the convention of last 
week remains in the field. The convention 
reassembled yesterday, but a committee 
that had been on a search for candidates 
was compelled to report that it could find 
nobody to accept the vacant places. There 
seems to be no reputable Democrat in Chi- 
cago who is willing torun for the office of 
Mayor as the candidate of a convention 
made up of the gang which surrounded and 
supported HARRISON, and which had the 
audacity to renominate himin the face of 
the opposition of all the decent elements in 
the community. 

The convention was compelled to recog- 
nize the fact that it could not nominate a 
city ticket because nobody would accept 
nominations at its hands, and accordingly 
it decided to delegate its functions to a com- 
mittee of fifty to be appointed by the Chair- 
man of the convention. This Chairman, 
Mr. Francis A. HOFFMAN, happens to be a 
man appointed by President CLEVELAND to 
the office of Appraiser of the Port of Chi- 
cago, and not at all in sympathy with the 
Harrison gang which controlled the con- 
vention. In his address to the convention 
last week and again yesterday he dwelt 
upon the desirability of selecting for candi- 
dates men of high character, who would 
command the confidence of the people. He 
has now madea search of the Democracy 
of Chicago for fifty men of high character 
to make the selection of candidates for 
the party, and yetit does not seem to be 
believed that any candidate for Mayor who 
may now be chosen for the Democrats will 
stand a chance of election. 

CARTER HARRISON made a political or- 
ganization of the worst elements in the 
city and labeled it Democracy, and by vir- 
tue of that label be has been able four times 
to secure his election to the office of

able Democrats. For years his character 
has been known and the means which he 
employed have been understood, and yet he 
has succeeded in his election because he has 
controlled the machinery that gave him the 
nomination. At last the disgrace of his ad- 
ministration and the disposition which he 
showed to make an alliance with the So- 
cialists and Anarchists produced a revul- 


sion that threw him out. No decent Demo-. 


crat will take a nomination from his party 
organization. It is too late to organize 
anew before the municipal election and 
cast out the motley crew which HARRISON 
got together, and now the very elect of the 
party can probably not get up a ticket that 
can be elected, 

So far as we can learn, the Republican 
candidate for Mayor, Mr. Rocwy, is an hon- 
est and capable man. There is no reason 
why these disgusted Democrats should not 
help to elect him, especially as the Labor 
Party, so called, largely controlled by So- 
cialist agitators, has a ticket in the field 
with possibilities that are worse even than 
HARRISON. It is well for them to learn that 
party politics has no proper place in the 
administration of municipal affairs.’ It was 
adhesion to party that made HARRISON and 
his record possible, and it is adhesion to 
party that encourages rings and plunderers 
in every large city. Sober and honest citi- 
zens can always choose municipal officers if 
they will only unite for the purpose, If in 
the present exigency Democrats and Re- 
publicans alike in Chicago will vote for the 
one good candidate already in the field it 
may prove a useful and encouraging prece- 
dent, and lead the way tothe nomination of 
candidates hereafter to be supported by 
good citizens of both parties. Such candi- 
dates never turn out to be Carter Harrisons. 


CARDINAL GIBBONS AND “LABOR.” 

If Cardinal GIBBONS were a secular instead 
of an ecclesiastical statesman and were in 
quest of an elective office, he would bein a 
fair way to secure “the labor vote.” Gov. 
HI 1, of New-York, and Gov. GREEN, of New- 
Jersey, must look with a certain envy at 
the bold and thoroughgoing way in which 
he ‘‘indorses” the Knights of Labor and all 
their acts. They admire him, possibly, the 
more because they do not dare to imitate 
him. 

In truth, the method of Cardinal G1n- 
BONS, though excellent for its specific pur- 
pose of capturing the labor vote, is open to 
the objection that it repels all other votes, 
and especially the votes cast by men of 
sense and reflection, whose influence goes 
considerably beyond their own votes. It 
suits him to judge the tree, not by its fruits, 
but by what the nurseryman says about it. 
If we were to judge the Knights of 
Labor by the utterances of PoWDERLY 
we should suppose the order to be 
a kind of benevolent debating society 
in which the relief of the poor and 
needy alternated with the discussion of 
prospectuses for the millennium. The only 
possible objection to it would be that its 
aims were too vague and remote to be 
made the objects of any practical human 
effort. But it would be admitted that if 
they beguiled the leisure of the workingmen 
they did nobody else any harm. It is only 
when we begin to take account of what the 
order has actually done instead of what its 
leaders say it would like to accomplish 


that it is seen to be an organization | 


hostile to progress and to civilization, 
and hostile to religion in so far as 
religion is an agency for securing these 
ends. In the report of Cardinal G1BBoNs, 
of which the full text has now been pub- 
lished, it appears even more thanin the in- 
complete accounts of it heretofore pub- 
lished that his Eminence refrains from of- 
fending the Knights simply by ignoring all 
that they have done, and by insisting 
only upon what they have said. In the 
first place, he says, they did not invent 
strikes; in the second, wrath and violence 
are often inevitable in the struggles of the 
poor “against hard and obstinate mon- 
opoly ;” in the third place, the laws and prin- 
cipal anthorities of the Knights “so far 
from encouraging violence, exercise a power 
ful preventive influence.” 

Nowitis true that the Knights did not 
invent strikes. Itis also true that the one 
thing they have achieved as an order is to 
extend strikes by means of the boycott, 
which virtually they have invented. The 
boycott, when carried to its logical con- 
clusion, is a device for ruining the busi- 
ness of every man who resists the demand 
of any number of Knights in his employ, 
and for cutting him off-from his kind. It is 
a kind of major excommunication pro- 
nounced by the Knights upon anybody who 
offends any of them, and if it could be en- 
forced, it would have the same terrors 
as the actual excommunication had six or 


“seven hundred years ago, but, doubtless to 


the regret of Cardinal GIBBONS, has no 
longer. It is perfectly notorious that the 
merits of the case in which the boycott is 
invoked have nothing to do with its impo- 
sition. In effect dissatisfied workmen be- 
come judges in their own cause, contrary to 
the first principles of justice, and inflict 
penalties devised by themselves through 
the agency of the ‘“‘noble and holy order.” 
The discharge of a man from his em- 
ployment in Baltimore because he had 
procured the discharge of a thief in New- 
York is an example of what is done by the 
associated action of the Knights. Yet Car 
dinal GIBBONS assures us that “it is as un- 
reasonable to attribute violence to the 
Knights as to attribute to the church the 
follies and crimes of her children against 
which she protests.” If the protests of the 
church were as unavailing as the protests 
of Mr. POWDERLY and if the same wrongs 
were done under cover of her authority as 
are done in virtue of the organization of the 
Knights it would not be unjust at all to 
hold the church to account for them. 

As for the talk about hard and obstinate 
monopolies, we dislike to say it about a dig- 
nitary of the church, but the Cardinal ought 
to be ashamed of himself for repeating it. 
Were the officers of the Old Dominion 
Steamship Company hard and obstinate 
monopolists when they engaged men to do 
their work at wages with which the men 
were content, and in return became the 
objects of a conspiracy to ruin their busi- 
ness? Were the coal companies whose 
workmen, threw down their tools at 
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the word of command, declaring that 

they did not know what they were doing 
it for, and that they had no grievance, 

also hard and obstinate monopolists? Or 
were Mrs. GRAY and Mrs. LANDGRAF, who 
hired at wages satisfactory on both sides 
men who were prevented by the Knights of 

Labor from earning them? In all these 
cases it seems to a secular observer that the 
‘hard and obstinate monopoly” was that of 
the men who tried to keep other men idle 
and destitnte. 

That the Cardinal should go ont of* his 
way to defend the organization of which 
such things are the fruits is a performance 
one is quite at a loss to understand. Noth- 
ing could be more contrary to the traditions 
of the church, or to the standing of the 
church as a conservative influence in socie- 
ty. If the Papaty were an elective office, 
and the term of it were quadrennial, and 
the incumbent were chosen by universal 
suffrage, it would be easy to explain the Car- 
dinal’s course, though even in that case, as 
certain secular statesmen are likely to find 
out, it might be mistaken. People would 
say that he was “looking for 1888.” As he 
is not looking for 1888, and ashe has no 
personal ends to gain, the conclusion must 
be that he is a man of weak judgment, and 
thatthe church will make a terrible blun- 
der if it permits him to persuade it into tak- 
ing the side of an organization which is try- 
ing to substitute brute force and intimida- 
tion for law, reason, equity. and the pre- 
cepts of the Christian religion. 

LEO EEA LIE E TT IOEE LYTLE OEE 
RAILROAD BRIDGES. 

, The bridge at Forest Hills was a thing of 
shreds and patches and was several years 
old. But a railroad bridge may be new and 
symmetrically built and still be a trap for 
those who try to crossit. Last Thursday a 
new iron bridge on the Norfolk and Western 
Road at Big Otter River, nine miles from 
Liberty, Va., fell under the weight of a 
passing freighttrain, and with it wentdown 
ninecars. Four men were instantly killed, 
and one was fatally hurt. This bridge had 
just been completed. Possibly the wrecked 
train was the first that had tested its 
strength. Its builders had at their com- 
mand the latest development of the art and 
the results of late investigations, compari- 
sons, and tests. Still the bridge would not 
carry a train, and it is fortunate that it was 
a load of freight instead of a load of passen- 
gers that broke it down. 

Such accidents as this, and such inquiries 
as that which is now in progress at Boston, 
show that some railroad companies sorely 
need the services of a competent inspector 
of bridges. Thorough inspection of railroad 
bridges by experts should be made for the 
protection of stockholders as well as for the 
protection of travelers. But if companies 
whose profits are exceptionally large fail, 
either through ignorance or willful neglect, 
to provide for such inspection, what course 
should the people take for their own pro- 
tection ? 

‘ Probably it is true, as the Railroad Gazette 
says, that “‘asarule the men who manage 
railroads are fully alive to the requirements 
of the traffic of to-day,” and that “a vast 
majority of the railroad bridges of the coun- 
try are well adapted for the work they have 
to do,” but there are managers who are in- 
competent and bridges that are traps. The 
Gazetie adds: 


“ Unfortunately itis true, on the other hand, 
that there are men in control of railroads whoare 
afraid to know how bad their bridges are, or who 
do not appreciate what bridge inspection is. It 
isnot very uncommon to see @ man who knows 
that he is running in debt, but who has not the 
courage to look his trial balance in the face. 
Men of thisirresolute stamp dodge the truth 
about their bridges from. year to yeur till it is 
forced upon them by some calamity. We know 
that it has happened that a railroad President 
has tried to wheedle an honest and competent 
inspector into modifying an unfavorable report, 
and failing that, has pigeonholed it until a bridge 
has fallen, causing loss of life and damages 
enough to build half a dozen bridges. The Presi- 
dent’s reason for notrebuilding the weak bridges 
was, of course, merely the cost.” 


This President was guilty of nothing 
short of manslaughter, and if he still directs 
the affairs of a railroad company he should 
be driven out of his office by the publication 
of the evidence which the Gazette appears 
to have inits possession. The consideration 
of cost can never serve as a fair excuse for 
failure to strengthen bridges, even when 
the road is deeply in debt. But what shall 
we say about the management of the Boston 
and Providence Company, one of the richest 
railroad corporations in the country? Pos- 
sibly it was the fear of expense that pre- 
vented the strengthening or rebuilding of 
the bridge at Forest Hills. The testimony 
of the President indicates, however, that the 
ignorance and stupidity of the company’s 
officers account for the bridge’s condition. 

How is the frequent and thorough inspec- 
tion by experts of bridges owned by such 
corporations to be insured,and how shall 
the corporations be forced to act upon the 
recommendations of such experts? This 
question is not easily answered. Shall the 
State inspect, and condemn or approve, and 
enforce the decisions of its agents? There 
are serious objections to the adop- 
tion of such a policy. If a proper sys- 
tem of building and inspection could 
be established and maintained by the 
railroad companies of the country, this 
would be a much better solution of the 
problem. Those companies which favor 
thorough inspection by competent persons 
are a very large majority. They suffer in 
public estimation by reason of the short- 
comings of the minority. Could not their 
influence be exerted successfully upon the 
minority through the medium of some 
organization including all companies, and 
maintained for the purpose of applying the 
principles of good engineering on all roads?

Hous® OF Commons, LONDON, March 28, 1887. 
To the Hon. John Fitzgerald, Lincoln, Nebd.: 

The Coercion bill proposed to-night in the House 
of Commons is the eighty-seventh since the Act of 
Union, 87 years ago. Itis also the most stringent, 
tyrannical, and uncalled-for by the state of affairs in 
Ireland. Never before has a Coercion bill been pro- 
posed when crime was so rapidly Reerwtereg: as com- 
pared with previous years. The measure is aimed 
against all open agitation, and appears to be expressly 
desigued for driving discontent beneath the surface, 
It places all public apeakers, writers, and conductors 
of newspapers absolutely at the mercy of stipendi- 
ary magistrates holding their offtce at pleasure of 
the Crown. Itcondemns the Irish-speaking peas- 
ant of rack-rented Kerry to the tender mercies of a 
packed jary of Orangemen or landlords, or to a jury 
of Englishmen at the Old Bailey,in London. The 
Liberal Party, headed by Gladstone, stands as one 
man against this iniquitous measure, and will — 
shoulder to shoulder with us in opposing it to the 
last. It seems impossible to believe that even the 

resent House of Commons will continue to follow 
the Tory Government in their mad course, and good 
judges consider the measure will break and ruin the 
Cabinet. We must, however, prepare for the worst; 
and I confidently appeal to the American peopte for 
that sympathy and support which they have never 
withheld from a people struggligg for liberty.

MR. GUNNING’S BARBECUE 


IT TURNS A COUNTRY TOWN 
TOPSY-TURVY 
AND WILL CAUSE A BRISK? DEMAND IN 
MOUNT VERNON THIS MORNING FOR 
LARGER HATS. 

Mount Vernon had a wild time yesterday. 
It was a wilder time than it had ever dreamed 
of, and the wildest ever known to an interior 
town of New-York State. Mount Vernon is a 
hamlet about 25 miles up on tke line of the 
New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Railroad. 
It is a placid place, with few events, so that the 
oldest inhabitant will benceforth date all future 
occurrences from the reign of terror that was 
yesterday caused by “Gunning’s Barbecue.” 

Thomas B. Gunning, Jr., is a very wealthy 
young Englishman, who last June leased the 
Allerton Farm, two miles from Mount Vernon, 
on the White Plains road, and has since been 
conducting it asalarge milk ranch. Mr. Gun- 
ning is very eccentric. His house as it appeared 
yesterday afternoon, when the back door barri- 
cade was removed, was redolent of flowers, and 
beautiful blossoms were every where visible from 
the kitchen to the parlor. This is its perpetual 
state, and arises from the fact that upon taking 
possession Mr. Gunning leased the capacious 
conservatory and greenhouses to a nurseryman 
on condition that he would pay him $1 a day 
rental and six dozen roses daily all the year 
round. This contract has been faithfully carried 
out. The nurseryman has made a profitable 
contract, being allowed to eke out the lacking 
roges, upon occasion, with other flowers. Mr. 
Gunning being passionately fond of flowers is 
tatisfied as well. 

On Friday last it occurred to Mr. Gunning 
that yesterday would be his twenty-eighth birth- 
day, and he instantly became desirous of cele- 
brating it in some memorable fashion. Having 
passed the most of bis life since he left college 
in England in the Argentine Republic on an im- 
mense stock farm he determined to have such a 
barbecue as he had often witnessed on the Rio 
dela Plata. To think was to act. He summoned 
his secretary, and the next afternoon two hun- 
dred printed invitations were issued as follows:

The consternation that this sinister proclama- 


tion created in the peaceful and conservative 
circles of Mount Vernon can scarcely be appre- 
ciated in a wicked metropolis. A meeting of the 
Supervisors was instantly called, and the ‘‘ Pres- 
ident of the Village,” as Mr. Gunning styles him, 
declared that he would instantly go out and rea- 
son with Mr. Gunning, whose previous eccen- 
tricities led everybody to expect Bedlam let loose 
on this occasion. The Supervisors refused to au- 
thorize him, however. It happened that yester- 


@ay was election day in Mount Vernon, when 
the destinies of the town were to be potently af- 
fected by the choice of a Supervisor, a Town 
Clerk, anda Constable. Consequently the Su- 
pervisors, fearing that their President would 
utilize the barbecue for political purposes, sent 
one of theirown number. Mr. Gunning received 
him politely, said he was an alien, knew little 
about politics and cared less, and was going to 
have a barbecue because he liked ‘em. 

His a ane were of two widely different 
kinds. The first related to the reception and en- 
tertainment of his guests; the second to the de- 
fense of his wife and household against them. 
He began by chartering all the horses, carriages, 
trucks, and furniture vans in Mount Vernon. 
There are only two livery establishments there, 
and he paid them $100 apiece. The opposing 
candidates flew to him in despair, declaring that 
they must have some vehicles for election pur- 
poses. It made no difference to him. He needed 
them for his guests. 

For the barbecue he bought 200 loaves of 
bread, a dozen boxes of cake, 180 gal- 
lons of whisky, a barrel of Jamaica rum and 
40 gallons of brandy. A portion of this he had 
made into 40 gallons of milk punch. He 
had an ox slaughtered which, when dressed, 
weighed 720 pounds. He further, in order that 
music might lend its sensuous softness to the 
scene, purchased 100 tin horns. Then he had 
the large coach house cleared and everything 
made ready. 

To defend his house from his guests he first 
carefully inspected the arsenal, which consists 
offour Winchester rifles and two six-shooters. 
Then he had all the doors and windows barri- 
caded except the back door, which he used for 
exitand entrance during the gladsome merry- 
making. He planned that Mrs. Gunnison and 
the maids should take refuge in the tower, 
which is a rectangular observatory on the top 
of the country house, and which overlooks the 
scene. Not satisfied with this he mobilized 
his troops by organizing a pitchfork brigade. 
Forthree hours on Sunday afternoon he had six of 
his men, three of them Germans, who had served 
m the German Army, and one of them a Hun- 
garian of bellicose experience, standing in line 
in the barnyard armed with pitchforks and learn- 
ing the pitchfork drill. His coachman was for- 
merly in the Sixteenth Lancers, and fought with 
them in Zululand. He superintended the drill, 
and put the pitchforkers through the lancers’ 
manual of thrust, parry, and the lateral move- 
ments until Mr. Gunning was satisfied with their 
proficiency. 

The only cloud that marred the preparations 
was the sudden discovery on Sunday evening 
at dinner time that nobody knew how to barbe- 

cue an ox. Nothing dismayed, Mr. Gunnison 
undertook it. He always arrays himself in even- 
ing dress for dining, and consequently he wore 
an evening dress when the difficulty was;an- 
nounced. He put on first a “‘poucho,” which is 
a fiery red blanket with a black border,jand has 
a hole cut in it to put one’s head through. With 
this over his dress suit and a crush hat on he 
went out to the barnyard, had an oven built 
next the stone fence, and a fire lighted, which 
soon made a bed of coke coals. Then he caused 
a pole to be thrust through the ox, which 
was placed over the coals. All night long the 
enthusiastic host superintended the roasting. 
At 9 o’clock yesterday morning the guests be- 
gan to arrive. The house was barricaded and 
the wife and maids were safely in the tower. 

“T had no fears at first,” he said last evening, 
“ but after they got started I was deathly afraid 
they would set the place on fire. Instead of 
200, 300 men appeared. The coach house was 
crammed. The ox, which was broughtin on the 
shoulders of eight men, received some per- 
functory attention, but not much. The barrels 
ot whisky were broached, and the fun began. 
Norman A. Lawlor, Mr. Gunning’s attorney, 
made a speech of welcome, which was enthu- 
siastically applauded in the interjections of 
all languages, for all nationalities were 
represented. They came from the highways 
and the byways, and they revelea. G. - 
Cameron, areai estate dealer, tried to talk, but 
created little interest. The liquor question was 
the absorbing topic of discussion. Whisky 
flowed in rivers. They guiped it down from 
dippers, buckets, and pans. The more they 
gniped the more they yelled. Every man who 
thought he could sing tried to. The common 
ambition was to make a noise. When the tin 
horns were passed around the root began to 
loosen. Indignant artists overlooked in the dis- 
tribution raided the pan house and converted 
the milk pans into drums, which they ham- 
mered with clubs. They stamped and beat the 
sides of the barn till the noise was deatening. 
Mr. Gunning superintended everything wit 
— dignity, modestly declining to make a 
Bpcecn. 

By 11:30 200 of the 300 were wildly, insanely 
drunk. They would wander off and fall down 
on their backs and yell to high heaven because 
they couidn’t do anything else. Inside the coach 
house pandemonium reigned. <A group of 
Italians in one corner were the ugliest and fell 
to fighting. Mr. Gunning jumped into the fight, 
broke his whip over the head of one of his 
guests and knocked the otherdown. A setond 
fight started soon afterward, and he stopped 


that by seizing one of the contestants 
by the ears and locking him up in 
p box stall. The outlook had becomeso threaten- 


ing that several appealed to him to adjourn the 
happy gathering, and he finally consented. One 
hundred men, more or less sober, then began 
to load 200 men more or less drunk into wagons, 
Finally all were loaded in, and the proces- 
sion of 30 vans started for town yelling, fight- 
ing, blowing horns, and beating pans. Mr. Gun- 
ning then put a violet in his buttonhole and in- 
formed his wife and the maids that they might 
come down. Fearing to go himself he sent his 
secretary to report proceedings in Mount Ver- 
non. 

Mount Vernon was prepared. Its doors were 
closed and its shuttersup. Five minutes after 
the procession of wagons arrived and dumped 
{ts load on the open space next the station there 
were only six fights visible from the window of 
Dr. Casey’s office. Five minutes later only one 
fight was visible, but everybody was in it. Noses 
were punched, cheeks hammered, and eyes 
vilackened, everybody yelling like an Indian. 
The good citizens backed up the coustables and 
hustled the fighters to the lockup, but it had only 
four cella. If any two men were put in a cell the 
leckup was endangered, to say nothing of the 
men, Consequently no more than four could be 
taken there and the fight wore itself out. No- 
body was seriously hurt, however, for there 
were no weapons and all the fighters were too 
frunk to do much injury. *‘A regular Donny- 
brook Fair, you know,” said Mr. Gunning inildly. 
“Ob! It was no end of fun.” 

In his fiower-hung residence the host lasteven- 
ing awaited the return of his secretary. 

“Do you really think, Helimann,” he asked, 
* that it will be safe for Mrs. Gunning or myself 
to Fo to town for a few days?” 

Safe!” said Helimann, “ Why, you're the 


most popular man in the county. They'd take 
the horses from your carriage and drag it them- 
selves to honor you.” 

Mr. Gunnison smiled a bland smile and was at 
ease. 


CHICAGO DEMOCRATS AT SEA. 


UNABLE TO GET CANDIDATES 
THEIR CITY TICKET. 

CHICAGO, March 29.—The delegates to 
the extra Democratic Convention began to as- 
semble slowly in Uhlich’s Hall at 1 o’clock this 
afternoon. A detachment of police guarded the 
stairs and asked forcredentials before allowing 
any one topass. It wasrumored that every one 
approached by the searching committee had re- 
fused to have anything to do with the ticket, 
and that Carter Harrison, despite his manifold 
tergiversations, would be taken up again as the 


last resource of the party. Whetherthe politi- 
cal acrobat would again accept at this stage of 
the game was a question which received little or 
no consiéeration during the preliminary excite- 
ment. 

At 2:10 o’clock Capt. Farrell called the con- 
vention to order and nominated Francis A. 
Hoffman as Chairman. In taking the chair Mr. 
Hoffman said there were three vacancies to 
fill. Only one gentleman had stuck to the 
ticket, Mr."Allen, who reminded him of the 
great racehorse Ethan Allen, which was usually 
@ winner in all its contests, [applause,] a 
result which he predicted for the candi- 
date for City Attorney in ‘this campaign. 
Edward Cullerton, atter a temporary Secretary 
had been appointed, rose and said the efforts of 
the sub-searching. committees to secure men to 
fill the vacancies had failed. Two or three 
gentlemen, he had recently been informed, 
were willing to accept the nominations; but 
at this late moment he was advised that 
even these late candidates would re- 
fuse. He, therefore, would move that 
the Chairman of the convention be authorized 
and empowered to appoint a committee of 100 
representative Democrats to select a city ticket. 
This resolution did not meet with any marked 
approval. The delegates looked around them in 
surprise, but made no demonstration. Mr. Man- 
chester suggested that the number of the pro- 
posed committee be reduced to 50, and the 
amendment was accepted and the resolution 
passed. . 

Then W. F. King, of the Fourth Ward, threwa 
firebrand into the gathering by the introduction 
of aresolution indorsing Cleveland’s Adminis- 
tration. Cries of ‘Not by a d—d sight” arose 
on every side, and the young man could not read 
his resolution for several minutes on account of 
the confusion. Finally Mr. King managed to 
get his resolution read. It deprecated any at- 
tempt made within or without the Democratic 
Party to connect President Cleveland with the 
withdrawal of Carter Harrison as their candi- 
date for Mayor after his (Cleveland’s) distinct 
and positive avowal that he was wholly disin- 
terested in the matter. Another scene of con- 
fusion ensued. The resolution was referred to a 
committee of 50 with power to act, and the 
convention then adjourned amid great confusion. 


THE BELL TELEPHONE. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE COMPANY IN 
BOSTON. 

Boston, Mass., March 29.— The annual 
meeting of the American Bell Telephone Com- 
pany was called to order at 11 o’clock by Pres- 
ident Forbes. After the reading of the call and 
the minutes of the last meeting the annual re- 
port of the Directors was read. The report 
shows an increase of 9,318 subscribers, as 
against 2,969 in 1885. The company contrcls 
14,185 miles of wire, 2,613 of which are under 
ground. The average connections for the year 
are 312,605,710. The policy of extending un- 
derground wires is to be continued, involving 
a@ large outlay in the future. Terminal facili- 


ties have been secured in Philadelphia, and a 
long line service between that city and New- 
York will soon be established. The line for a 
service between New-York and Boston will be 
completed during the present year. The Ca- 
nadian Company has increased its earnings 
from $158,000 last. year to $190,565 this year. 

The report of William K. Driver, the Treas- 
urer, gives the following figures: Debits—Tele- 
phones, $597,749 84; stocks, $22,605,925 03; 
merchandise and machinery, $14,159 71; bills 
and accounts receivable, $1,007,872 75; cash 
and deposits, $683,626 55. Credits—Capital 
stock, $9,802,100; bills and accounts payable, 
$638,344 67, (of this $294,063 is the dividend of 
Jan. 15, 1887;) patent account, (profit and loss,) 
$9,373,836 07; profit and loss, $3,352,445 72; 
reserves, $251,227 24; surplus, $1,491,380 18. 
Total, $24,909,333 08. Earnings for 1886, 
$3,097,000, against $2,765,884 in 1885; net 
earnings, $1,947,283, against $1,793,196 in 
1885; regular dividends in 1886, $1,176,252; 
extra dividends, $392,084; surplus account Dec. 
31, 1886, $1,491,380, against a surplus account 
Dec. 31, 1885, of $1,204,120. 

Both reports were adopted. It was voted to 
proceed to the election of a clerk, Treasurer, and 
Directors for the ensuing year.

THEY TAKE ACTION ON SEVERAL IM- 
PORTANT MEASURES. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 29.—The House 
last night amended in unimportant particulars 
the bill granting the consent of the Legislature 
to the lease of the West Shore to the New-York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad, and the 
Senate to-day concurred in the amendments. 


This lease was executed two years ago, and the 
legislation just secured was necessary for the 
legal completion of the matter. 
he minority report favoring an appropria- 
tion of $15,000 toward the erection of a Trenton 
battle monument in Trenton was substituted ay 
the Senate to-day forthe rmaajority report whic 
was adverse to the scheme. The Senate also de- 
feated the amendment cutting down to $500 the 
amount to be paid publishers who printed the 
laws of last Winter in their newspapers without 
the warrant of law for doing so. The bill pro- 
viding for the appointment of a Commissioner of 
Charities and Correction by the Supreme Court 
at a salary of $2,000 per year was passed by 
the House. Mr. Hudspeth’s Water bill created 
a@ lively discussion. The effect of its passage, 
said Mr. McDermitt, would be to bankrupt Jersey 
City and embarass Newark. The bill was laid 
over until to-morrow. The House defeated the 
bill to abolish the Aqueduct Board and the Pub- 
lic Works Department in Jersey City. The Hud- 
son delegatioa was divided, about one-half fa- 
voring and the other half opposing the measure.

A VILLAGE IN PERIL. 


WOODBRIDGE, N. J. NARROWLY ES- 
CAPES DESTRUCTION BY FIRE. 

Mrs. T. Barnard, who lives in Main-street, 
at Woodbridge, a village five miles from Rah- 
way, saw smoke soon after noon yesterday 
coming from the windows of Mr. H. Acken’s feed 
store. Acken and his menhad gone to dinner 
and the street was deserted. Mrs. Barnard has- 
tened toalarm theneighbors. Ten minutes after 


the fire was discovered it had broken through 
the walls and was roaring fiercely. 

Woodbridge has no fire company, but every 
one owns buckets, and they came out by the 
hundred. At first no one supposed that any- 
thing more than the feed store was in 
danger. When the fire leaped through the roof, 
however, the high wind from the northwest 
carried blazing sparks far up the street. The 
whole village was in a panic, and not less than 
800 men were at work around the blazing builid- 
pos: The barber’s shop of John Weigand, adjoin- 

ng the feed store, soon caught fire, and so quick- 
ly did the flames spread that it was impossible to 
save anythingin it. Acrossthe street and in the 
direct line of the wind stood the Methodist par- 
sonage. The heat had already scorched its doors, 
when a brand dropped on the roof. The Rev. A. 
M. Palmer and his family had gone to the conj 
ference, leaving no one in the house. Men broke 
in and rushed to the roof with buckets, and 
though a shower of sparks several times set fire 
to the eaves, they put out the blaze. Then the 
flames took hold of William E. Harned’s grocery 
store and that toobecamea furnace. Mr. Harned 
saved only his books. 

The people by this time were wildly alarmed. 
If the flames reached the residence of Ellis 
Drake, next in line, nething could save the 
street, and the damage might include the whole 
village. Three buiidings had already been de- 
stroyed. The doors of the church beyond and 
the exposed side of Drake’s house had turned 
from a glistening white to a dingy brown. Peo- 
ple living down the street a block or two away 
began to pack up their movables. The wind blew 
mercilessly across the bleak plains in a direc- 
tion to sweep the street with flaine on both sides. 

Then a shout arése from the spectators. Sev- 
eral wagons dashed upon the scene carrying the 
ladders, grappling ——— and 40 men of the 
Perth Amboy Fire Company. They leveled the 
burning houses, the bucket carriers poured 
water on what was left, and at 2 o’clock the fire 
was out. The blaze had lasted an hour. 

Tne three buildings burned were of frame, 
two and one-half stories high, and worth about 
$5,000. Franilin Moore owned the feed and 
grocery stores. The former was insured for 
$450 and the latter for $1,800. . John Weigand, 
the barber, had $1,200 insurance on his house 
and $700 on furniture and other personal prop- 
erty. Harned’s stock of groceries, worth $6,000, 
was insured for $3,000. Mr. Acken carried no 
insurance on his feed. The total loss was about 
$13,000, with $7,000 insurance. The fire is sup- 
posed to have started in a defective chimney. 


FURNITURE STORE BURNED. 


A LOSS OF OVER $40,000 AND ELE- 
VATED ROAD TRAVEL STOPPED. 

The furniture store of Epstein, Kantro- 
witz, & Co., at 99 Bowery, was burned out last 
night. It wasina four-story brick building, 25 
feet front and 100 feet deep, filled with furniture 
and carpets. The fire is supposed to have 
originated in the rear part of the basement, 
where there was afurnace. It was discovered 
about 8 o’clock, and when the firemen 
arrived the fiames were bursting out of the 


upper windows. The firemen were greatly im- 
peded in raising ladders to the front of the build- 
ing by the elevated railroad structure, but after 
the movement of trains on the up track had been 
stopped they hauied their lines of hose up on the 
track, and from this vantage ground directed 
several streams of water into the burning buila- 
ing. The water tower was early on the scene, 
but, owing to the elevated track, could not be 
used. In therear of the burning building, in 
Chrystie-street, is a large tenement, housing 
about 20 families. The tenants were greatly 
frightened, but the police soon restored order. 
An nour after the fire broke out it was under 
control, but it was nearly 10 o’clock before the 
flames were entirely subdued. 

The building was burned out and the stock 
will prove almost a total loss. Mr. Epstein esti- 
mated the value of the stock on hand at be- 
tween $40,000 and $50,000 and the loss is esti- 
mated at between $30,000 and $35,000. The 
building belongs to John Ackerman and is dam- 
aged to the amount of $8,000 to $10,000. There 
was also a water damage to the stock of John P. 
Jube, hardware dealer, at 97,and the Sarven 
Wheel Company, at 101 Bowery. The losses are 
amply covered by insurance. 

The tire caused a block on the elevated road 
and the company was slow in making arrange- 
ments with any view to the comfort of its pat- 
rons. After a number of trains had been allowed 
to continue on the down-town track, when it was 
apparent to any observer that they could not 
get back, down-town trains were switched at 
Ninth-street to the up-town track. Passengers 
from the up-town stations were told to get out 
at Thirty-fourth-street, cross the bridge, and by 
means of the Thirty-fourth-street branch and 
Second-avenue line to reach the City Hall and 
terries. Noone was told of the reason of the 
change, and passengers at stations below fared 
much worse. Not a fare was refused at any 
station, and passengers were deliberately al- 
lowed to enter cars when the employes knew 
perfectly well that the trains could not move. It 
was after 10 o’clock before travel was resumed.

THE OODMAN WILL CONTEST. 

Boston, March 29.—Boston blue blood is 
greatly stirred over the revelations in the con- 
test over the will of J. Amory Codman, recently 
deceased. The skeleton in this closet has for 
years furnished fooa for the gossips, but no one 
supposed that his will would show that out of 
his property, estimated at $400,000, he had be- 
queathed to his mistress the snug total of $300,- 
000. Mr. Codman’s wife, with whom, as was 


shown at the hearing to-day, he had not lived 
since 1858, was early in the field as a contest- 
ant, and the ground of her complaint is the 
want of testamentary capacity by Mr. Codman 
at the time the will was executed. Of course 
the extremely liberal bequest to Mrs. Eliza Ann 
Hales Kimball, the woman in the case, is the 
real ground for the contest, and to Mr. Cod- 
man’s relations with Mrs. Kimball the hearing 
has thus far been confined. Among Mr. Cod- 
man’s effects were found 2,000 letters from Mrs. 
Kimball, and it may readily be imagined that 
these furnish plenty of sensational pabulum and 
scandalize the old families of Boston, with most 
of which the Codmans are connected. It was 
shown to-day that Mr. Codman first made pro- 
vision by will for Mrs. Kimr in 1872,and that 
among other provisions ther ide was one de- 
voting $80,000, one-nalf of a certain trust fund, 
to the support of any children she might leave, 
whether legitimate or illegitimate. This singu- 
lar provision was made before Mrs. Kimball had 
given birth to any children.

Fire broke out yesterday afternoon inthe paper 
stock warehouse of Patrick Garvan, on State-street, 
Hartford, Conn., and thoroughly gutted that and the 
adjoining building, occupied by W. J. Quirk as a sa- 
loon, and on the upper floors by Garvan. 
The buildings were owned by Mrs. H. Cor- 
coran, of Springfield, Mass., and were valued 
at $25,000, and insured for $2,500 each in the Ger. 
man American and Pacific of New-York, Northern 
of England, and United Firemen of Philadelphia, 
Garvan loses $18,000 on stock, which is insured for 
about $12,000, mostly in Hartfordcompanies. Quirk 
had no insurance. He saved most of his liquors, and 
does not lose over $500. 


The Caswell Building, at Troy, N. ¥., occupied 
principally by Fessenden, Lambert & Tower, dry 
goods dealers, was destroyed by fire at 4 o’clock yes. 
terday morning and the Fulton-street front of the 
Boardman Building was damaged. F. J. Barnes, 
woolen goods; Max Sinsheimer, milliner, and Kate 
A. Murphy, milliner, lose all their stock, which was 
partly insured. M. Timpane, jeweler, and other oc- 
cupants of the Boardman Building, sustained slight 
losses. Fessenden, Lambert and Tower’s loss is 
about $85,000, with insurances for $73,000 in vari- 
ous companies in sums ranging from $1,500 to 
$5,000. The totalloss is about $130,000 and total 
insurances $133,000, 


A fire occurred yesterday morning in the 
wholesale fur establishment of B. Levin & Co., at 
Montreal. The damage to stock is estimated at 
$45,000, which is insured in the Royal Canadian, 
Norwich Union, Queens, London Assurance, Liver- 
pooland London and Globe, Guardian, City of, Lon. 
don, Royal and Fire Insurance Companies for $5,000 
each, and in the North British and Mercantile Com.

$11,000; insurance, $7,000. Harris & Co.'s loss is

Gen. Roswell 8. Ripley was stricken with apo- 
plexy at the New-York Hote! yesterday morning. 


Little conld be done to relieve him, and he died at 3 
o'clock last evening. Gen. Ripley was born in Ohio 
in 1824. He was graduated from West Point in the 
Olasa of ’43, of which Gen. Grant was a member. 
He became distinguished in the Mexican war 
as a@ member of Gen. Pillow’s staff. His 
history of the Mexican war, published in 
1850, is regarded as the best work extant on that 
subject.

In the death of the Rev. Dr. Ray Palmer, 
which occurred yesterday at Newark, the Congrega- 


tional ministry loses one of its oldest members. The 
record of his labors extends over a period of more 
than 50 years, dating from his graduation at the 
Yale Theological Seminary in 1832. Even before 
that time his name became widely known through 
the hymn, “ My faith looks up to Thee,” which he 
wrote at the completion of his college course at 
Yale, in 1830. On assuming the ministerial title he 
was married at Newark on Oct. 3, 1832, to the 
daughter of Marmaduke Ward, a merchant of 
that city. After a varied and busy life he 
was able to return to Newark to live, 
and there celebrated his golden wedding, 
Dr. Palmer was born at Little Compton, R. L., Nov. 
12, 1808. His first charge as a minister was at 
Bath, Me., where he preached from 1835 to 1850. 
Then he moved to Albany, where he preached in the 
First Congregational Church until 1866, when he 
retired from regular preaching to become Secretary 
of the American Congregational Union. While at 
Albany he received from Union College, in 1852, the 
degree of Doctor of Divinity. He contributed 
voluminously to periodicals, and wrote many books, 
His first pretentious work was “The Spirit's 
Life,” a poem published in 1837.

THE ALK OF WASHINGTON 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORM IN THE WEST— 
THE PACIFIC RAILROAD INQUIRY. 
WASHINGTON, March 29.—Secretary John 
T. Doyle, of the Civil Service Commission, has 
returned from an extended trip through the 
West, during which he has been conducting 
a series of competitive examinations for the 
classified service in Michigan, Indiana, and 
Ohio. Although the commission waa unable to 
inform all the applicants in time for them to ap- 
pear at the examination, Mr. Doyle found large 
classes in each case. The Secretary made in- 
quiries everywhereregarding the general feeling 
on the subject of civil service reform, and he 
comes back confident that it 1s only a question of 


time when the people of the Weet will take ad- 
vanced ground in support of the merit system. 
“Tam satisfied,” Mr. Doyle said to-day, “ that 
the reform sentiment has not made any 
such advance as it has in the East. In New- 
York and Massachusetts State civil service 
boards and rules have been in operation for sever- 
al years, and the people have aclearer comprehen- 
sion of the purpose sought to be attained than 
exists in the West. But there is a growing re- 
form sentiment in the West. In several of the 
Western cities civil service reform associations 
have been organized, and they are doing good 
work, and in severalof the Western States et- 
forts are being made to establish State boards 
under regular statutes. As Iwas never in the 
West before Iam not able to make any compari- 
sons that would indicate the growth of reform 
sentiment, but Iwas informed by Postmasters 
and others who have had ample opportunity for 
observation that they could see an appreciable 
growth of this sentiment.” 





A good deal of talk has been heard recently 
about Mr. David Littler, of Illinois, as a candi- 
date for a place on the Pacific Railroads Inves- 
tigation Commission, and Illinois people here 
feel sure that he will be selected. It is taken for 
granted that the President will give one of the 


three Commissionerships to a Republican, al- 
though there is nothing in the law requiring him 
to go outside of his own party, as there was in 
the Inter-State Commerce act. Mr. Littler is a 
member of the lower house of the Diinois Legis- 
lature, and Chairman of its Committee on Ap- 
propriations. Those who know him say that he 
isa good average specimen of the rural legisla- 
tor, but they are at sea as to his special qualifi- 
cations forthe work of the investigating com- 
mission. It is known that Senator Cullom has 
urged Mr. Littler’s appointment, and this is re- 
garded as powerful backing by those who re- 
member that Mr. Cuilom did not have the priv- 
ilege of naming an Illinois Republican for Inter- 
State Commissioner. 


The Lighthouse Board has completed arrange- 
ments for increasing and improving the illumi- 
nation of the Bartholdi statue of Liberty on 
Bedlow’s Island. A strong lens will be placed 
in the torch, five additional electric lights will 


be placed around the base, making 13 of such 
lights in all, and anumber of incandescent lights 
will be placed in the interior of the statue. The 
light to be placed in the torch w1ll be one of the 
most powerful tixed lights in the world. Itis 
intendea more for the purpose of enhancing the 
grandeur of the statue than as an aid to naviga- 
tion, as a light of much less power than the one 
selected would answer equally well for the lat- 
ter purpose. The proposed work will be done 
under the supervision of Lieut. John Millis, of 
the Engineer Corps. Improvements are also 
contemplated at the base of the statue. An ap- 
propriation of $19,500 was made at the last 
session of Congress for lighting the statue and 
improving the surroundings.

THE STATE ASKED TO REIMBURSE THE 
CITY AND COUNTY. 


ALBANY, March 29.—Through Controller 
Loew the city of New-York has asked the State 
to reimburse it for the expenses incurred by the 
District Attorney’s office in the bribery cases of 
Gen. Shaler and the boodle Aldermen. To Chair- 
man Erwin, of the Ways and Means Committee, 
Mr. Loew has addressed this letter: 


“ Herewith I transmit a statement, certified by the 
First Auditor of this department, of certain specified 
expenses incurred by Randolph B. Martine, District 
Attorney of the city and county of New-York, under 
and in pursuance to the provisions of Article XV. of 
the Constitution of the State of New-York, to be re- 
imbursed by the State to the city of New-York for 
amounts paid from the City Treasury in the years 
1886 and 1887 to March 23, 1887. The total amount 
is $17,209 42, and I respectfully request that a 
proper appropriation be made by the Legislature to 
pay and reimburse the city for said expenses, so in- 
curred, on account of the State of New-York.”

TWO LEFT OUT OF SIX. 


SUFFERINGS OF THE SURVIVORS 

OF A SCHOONER’S CREW. 

Two men gazed from the deck of the bark 
Scots Bay, as she came to anchor off Quarantine 
yesterday morning, who, a few days before, had 
never expected to see land again. They were 
Capt. Williams and Second Mate Dickson—all 
left alive of the crew of the schooner Marcus A. 
Davis, of Philadelphia. The schooner sailed 
from Fernandina March 7 for Philadelphia. with 
a cargo of lumber. She carried a crew consist- 
ing of Mate Benner, Second Mate Dickson, Stew- 
ard Sprague, and two negro seamen, She was

of 260 tons burden, 122 feet long, 32 feet wide, 


and 9 feet deep. She was built in 1875 by D. H. 
Atkins, at Milton, Del., and was owned by H. D. 
May, of Philadelphia. 

Rough were the gales that swept down on the 
schooner. Capt. Williams lost his course. On 
March 21 he thought he was off Chincoteague, 
when in reality he was nearly 400 miles further 
north. Soon after the dawn, March 24, had 
changed to day a tremendous squall struck the 
vessel, and she capsized, going over on her 
broadside. After hours of hard labor—the men 
were already nearly exhausted by work at the 

umps—the main and fore masts were cut away. 

n falling they carried down the mizzenmast, 
and the achooner slowly righted. She could not 
sink with her floating cargo, and there she lay, 
her decks fiush with the water, and the waves 
breaking over her from stem to stern. Mate 
Benner was pinned to the deck by a portion of 
the fallen rigging, which had broken his right 
leg. He lay there for an hour before he could be 
liberated. 

The wounded mate was lifted on the after 
house, and then the others climbed up. First 
the mate was lashed securely, and then the 
others lashed themselves as best they might. 
Here they lay all through the day. Their sutfer- 
ings were terrible. Whatever food was on 
board was below, thoroughly soaked with water, 
but no one dared to attempt to getit. Water 
wet them through and through, but they had 
none to drink. The wounded mate died before 
night. His body was unlashed and found 
a quick grave, carried overboard in an in- 
stant by the waves. As the sun rose on 
the second day of their exposure, all were in an 
almost fainting condition. Suddenly the two 
negroes were seized with a frenzy. They de- 
clared they would have food or die in the at- 
tempt to getit. They tore away the lashings 
that kept them from being washed away, and 
jumped to the deck. One rushed to the weather 
rail. Here he was seen to stand for a moment 
and then disappear over the side. The other 
negro dived down the companionway and was 
seen no more. 

Through the day the remaining three men lay 
cramped on the hittle after house. They saw a 
steamer or two in the distance and now and then 
a sailing vessel, but their signal of distress was 
not noticed. During the night the steward died. 
The next morning another sail was seen on the 
horizon and while the sufferers were watching 
its near approach, they lost consciousness, and 
knew no more until they opened their eyes in 
they cabin of the Scots Bay. 

Mate Peterson, with four sailors of the Scots 
Bay, rescued the two men, and very modestly 
tells of the danger experienced in trying to 
board the schooner in the very heavy sea. The 
bark’s log says: “Got one of our boats cleared 
away and with great difficulty got her into the 
water. The ship was rolling very heavily at the 
time. The mate and four seamen got into her 
and made all possible haste to get to the wreck. 
Could not board her, the sea breaking all around 
her ana making a clean sweep over her fore and 
aft. After several attempts, at last succeeded in 
getting so near her that we could get hold of 
some of herrigging. Managed to take off Cap- 
tain and second mate, being the only survivors 
of hercrew. They were in @ very poor condi- 


tion, not being able to walk, and had to be hoist- 


ed on board.”

DOLAN’S DEATH UNEXPLAINED 


THE CORONER’S JURY FIND THE 
TERY TOO MUCH FOR THEM. 
Coroner Levy and his jury finished yester- 
day their investigation into the death of Patrick 
H. Dolan, who was killed bya Third-avenue 
elevated train at the Ninth-street station early 
on the morning of March 18. How Dolan got 
on the platform and afterward under the train 
remains unexplained. The evidence given, as a 
whole, however, lends plausibility to the theory 
that Dolan walked up stairs on the wrong side 
and then crossed over the tracks, This is a mis-

Jonn C. Waters, the man who is said to have- 
helped Dolan up stairs and was revorted to 
know something about the aflair, was not pres- 


ent. Mr. Grant, one of the counsel. who had 
promised that Waters should be present, said he 
had told the man to come and expected to 
seo him. No effort was made, however, to send 
a detective after the missing witness, Mrs. Dolan 
being willing to have the case closed without his 
testimony, and Coroner Levy believing it doubt- 
rice Waters could throw any light upon Dolan’s 
eath. 

Nathan"C. Gragory, the engineer of the train 
that ran over Dolan, testified that he reached 
the Ninth-street station on time at 2:29 A. M. 
When 10 feet north of the south end ‘of the 
platform he felt the left hand side of the en- 
gine raised as though it had run over some- 
thing. He stopped as soon as possible, lighted 
his torch, and looked the engine over. There 
was blood on the drivers and guards. The 
engineer went back the length of the train, but 
saw nothing. Then he looked under the plat- 
form and saw a portion of the body. It was 
between the forward and back trucks of the 
last car. Noone was on the platform then ex- 
cept the gateman. Gregory had worked on the 
road seven years. In reply to questions by a 
juror witness said the night was dark. A man 
might belying between the platform and the 
rail without his seeing him. e would have seen 
& man standing or sitting on the track. 

John Glancy, the gateman, stated that he sight- 
ed the train from South Ferry about 2:30 A. M. 
There were a dozen passengers standing inside 
waiting to take it. He pulled the gate open and 
waited tillthe train drew near. He looked up 
and down the platform. No one was standing 
there. Then he shouted “ All hands outside 
for the train.” The night was cold and no 
one responded. Meautime the train had 
reacbed the end of the platform, and he 
heard a jolt asif something had snapped. He 
again called his passengers, but the train had 
stopped before they came out and boarded it. 
The passengers from the train had passed out at 
the gate immediately. On going down the plat- 
form with the enginecr he found the ash can 
upset. Then looking down he saw a portion of 
the remains under the train. Witness was posi- 
tive that none of the passengers had gone out 
upon the platform before the train came into the 
station. 

“Tt puzzles the jurors,I suppose, as itdoes 
me,” said the Coroner, ‘* how the man goton to 
the platform except through the station door. 
Can you explain it?” 

“Tt puzzies me as well,” said the gateman. 

Glancy, when further questioned as to his 
theory of how Dolan came upon the lower end 
of the platform, said that he might have crossed 
over from the other side. The witness might 
not have nuticed him if he had walked down 
the platform of the down town track and then 
crossed over. 

Officer Kerns, of the Fourteenth Precinct, 
stated that he had taken the absent witness, 
Waters, to the station house after the accident. 
Waters then said to the Sergeant at the desk 
that he had met aman going up the stairs who 
had stumbled once, probably upon the rubber on 
the stair and that he thought that this man 
might be the one who was kiled. In answer to 
Coroner Levy’s questions, the policeman re- 
plied that Waters had not said to him, or at the 
station house, that the man on the stairs was 
under the influence of liquor, a 

Mrs. Dolan was recalled, and testified that her 
husband had been a man of sober habits. On 
Thursday evening, the night before the accident, 
he had gone to meeta friend by appointment. 
Mrs. Dolan said that it was her husband’s habit 
always to take the last car when riding on the 
elevated roads. This tends further toward sub- 
stantiating the theory that Mr. Dolan had 
crossed over the track, and had gone down to 
the lower end of the platform to cross over 80 as 
to be at the last car. The track at the lower end 
of the platform is planked over, as a pocket 
shuts in at this point upon which trains may be 
switched from one track to another. 

Mrs. Dolan was asked if her husband had not 
been troubled with vertigo when living at Rut- 
land, but she said he had not. Mrs. Dolan sug- 
gested a few questions to the Coroner to ask the 
witness Glancy. In reply to ene of them, the 
gateman said that there had been no disturb- 
ance in the receiving room of the station prior 
to the accident. 

Coroner Levy then charged the jury, telling 
them there had been no evidence showing that 
Mr. Dolan was not a perfectly sober and good 
citizen, and that there was no witness who saw 
the manner of his death. The Coroner referred 
to the theory that he might have crossed over 
from the other side, and called attention to the 
fact that it was a cold, dark night and the gate- 
man might probably have been looking in an- 
other direction when he did so. The verdict was 
that Patrick H. Dolan was killed by an elevated 
railroad train at Ninth-street March 18, and 
that the manner in which he got on the track 
was unknown to the jury.

Frances J. Barnes, National Superintendent of 
Young Women's Work, and Mrs. Burt eaeh di- 
rected the proceedings for an hour, and spoke of 
the work generally and of the necessity of help- 
ing the Michigan voters by every means to arrive 
at a right decision on this momentous question. 

The spirit of the meeting was against high 
license.

tain hours on Sunday was unanimously carried.

THE MAYOR'S OPINIONS. 

Mayor Hewitt wrote two more letters 
yesterday. In the first one, to Assemblyman 
Giegerich, he said: 

“T heartily sympathize with you in your efforts to 
relieve the workingmen and workingwomen of 
New-York from any humiliation when, owing to 
their poverty, they are compelled to seek justice in 
the courts without the ability to pay the fees. Ido 
not think that the process now used in the courts 
ought to be stampedin any way which would cause 
a feeling of shame to the applicant. I would recom- 
mInend that instead of the words ‘charity’ and 
‘pauper’ the words ‘free service’ should be sub- 
stituted on the writs. * * * I think that you 
ought to be very careful, however, not to put itin a 
shape to promote litigation where thereis no real 
claim to be asserted.” 

The second letter was tothe Board of Police, 
inclosing a petition from some pawnbrokers’ 
employes asking that such places be closed 
Sundays. The Mayor says: 

**Ttappears that the law in regard to Sabbath break- 
ing is openly violated in this respect. I can see no 
good reason why it should continue any longer, and 
I respectfully request that you will direct the 
Superintendent of Police to see that all pawnbroker 
shops and all other shops which may, under the 
statute, not be lawfully opened on the Sabbath day 
be closed, and that violations of the statute may be 
punished by arrest.” 

Superintendent Murray informed the Police 
Board, in answer to this that many difficulties 
were met in enforcing the law—the necessity of 
witnesses and the question of the Jewish Sab- 
bath—but an order was issued calling police 
attention to the matter.

REFUSING TO BE TEMPTED. 

EX-SUPERINTENDENT LISCOMBE’S STORY 
OF DOCKMASTER SMITH’S ACTIONS. 

Ex-Superintendent of Dockmasters J. L. 
Liscombe told the Commissioners of Accounts 
yesterday that he knew of many instances where 
Dockmasters had failed to return to the city all 
the money collected from the owners of vessels. 


He gave instances which involved Dockmaster 
Smith. 


“Jan. 27 last Smith saw me in Christopher- 
street, near theriver front,” the witness said, 
‘“‘and asked me what I wanted him to do about 
the matter. He said he was a white man and 
wanted to do what was right. Itold him that I 


didn’t understand him, and that I simply 
wanted every employe to do what was 
right. He replied that I was crowding him 
and had got him dead; that he was will- 
ing to do the ‘square’ thine, and something 
more of the same sort. We had a drink to- 
gether, and he held one hand near mine. I hap- 
pened to look down, and saw that he hada roll 
of bills in his hand. I said: ‘No, Major, none 
of that; I don’t do that kind of business.” He 
looked at me and said, ‘No one will ever know 
of it He again offered me the money, and said 
that he would also send me a box of cigars. I 
reported all this to Commissioner Koch, and at 
his suggestion to President Stark. The latter 
said, ‘It looks guilty; don’tit? He never did 
anything about the matter, however. I pre- 
ferred written charges against Smith on Feb. 25, 
President Stark, just previous to this, had said 
that he considered Smith the most honest man 
in the department.” 

Mr. Liscombe said that other Dockmasters had 
been guilty of making fraudulent reports of 
sums collected. He had framed aset of rules 
which, if they had been agreed to, would have 
made fraud impossible, but through the opposi- 
tion of Commissioners Stark and Matthews 
they failed to pass. Instead of passing the rules 
the office of Superintendent of Dockmasters was 
abolishedand each Dockmaster was practically 
made independent of any direct authority or 
supervision. The following question by Com- 
missioner of Accounts Adamson concluded the 
examination: 

‘We have information here that Dockmaster 
Thompson received $50 from the masters of 
fruit vessels to whom he had extended facilities, 
and that he keptthe money by advice of Mr. 
Stark. Do you know anything about this?’ 

** Yes,” replied Mr. Liscombe, ‘Ihave heard 
that, but know nothing definite on the subject.”

SELLING CHRIST CHURCH. 
KNOCKED DOWN FOR $207,500, BUT SAID 
TO HAVE BEEN BOUGHT IN. 


A young man wearing a silk hat pushed 
his way through the crowd that was packed in 
front of the stand of Adrian H. Muller, at the 
Real Estate Exchange, just before the sales 
signal rang at noon yesterday, and, catching 
the eye of the auctioneer, asked him what he 
was going to sell first. 

“The church,” answered Mr. Meyer. 

“Oh, don’t sell that. Let them get warmed 


up before you put up the church,” pleaded the 
young man. 

Nods of approval reinforced thjs plea as the 
auctioneer looked around upop the crowd. It 
was not precisely the kind of assemblage to be 
seen ordinarily at an auction sale. Several mem- 
bers of Christ Episcopal Church, at Fifth-ave- 
nue and Thirty-tfifth-street, which was to be sold 
under the hammer, were there, among them 
David Marsh, Andrew R. Miller, Jeremiah 
Wood, George C. Clark, and Samuel Keyser. 

The rumor had got out that the Trustees had 
put a limit on the property, and would not let it 
go short of $225,000. This belief militatea 
against much warmth among the buyers, al- 
though informal estimates valued the property 
fairly at $240,000. By the terms of sale 10 per 
cent. cash was to be required, and the balance by 
May 5. The chureh people reserved the organ, 
monuments, pews, and other personal property. 
Mr. Meyer coaxed for several minutes for the 
first bid. At last Lippman Toplitz bid $200,000, 
Charles Dugan, the architect, raised the bid, 
after more coaxing, to $205,000. Then bidding 
came to a dead stop. In vain the auctioneer 
said he ought not to be asked to let the 
property go on two bids. Growing finally 
weary of his own voice, Mr. Meyer gave 
fair warning for the last call, and seemed about 
to iet Mr. Dugan take it, when Samuel Keyser 
nodded for another thousand. Mr. Toplitz 
raised the bid by $500. There it lingered until 
the third call, when Mr. Dugan went up $500 
more, and after further waiting Mr. Keyser 
nodded again. His bid was $207,500. No 
amount of coaxing could induce another bid. 
When the property was knocked down Mr. 
Keyser handed in his name and immediately 
left thebuilding. Hedeclined to admit that he had 
bought it in for the church, nor would he deny it. 
Every one understood that he had bought it in, 
as he is one of the Wardens. It is said that an 
effort will now be made to dispose of the prop- 
erty at private sale.

JURISDICTION IS DENIED. 

Louis F. Post, as attorney for James E. 
Quinn, Master Workman of District Assembly 
No. 49, and John J. McKenna, Thomas McGrath, 
Patrick McGartland, and Timothy B. Putnam, 
yesterday filed answers separately in the Old 
Dominion Steamship Company’s suit against 


them for $20,000 damages. The suit grew out 
of the recent longshoremen’s strike, and is 
broughtin the United States Circuit Court. 

To this Mr. Post objects on the ground that the 
auitis not between citizens of different States, 
He claims that before 1875 Nathaniel L. Me- 
Cready and his associates, citizens of this State, 
were in the business of transporting passengers 
and freight from New-York to other ports in the 
United States. Their principal place of business 
wasinthis city. On Feb. 24, 1875, with intent 
to defraud this State out of its lawful taxes on 
the capital stock of the proposed corporation, 
and to evade fraudulently the laws of the State, 
he says, the association procured from the State 
of Delaware articles of incorporation as the Old 
Dominion Steamship Company, establishing: the 
domicile of the pretended foreign corporation at 
New-York. They have held all their meetings 
and transacted all their business in New-York, 
and for a long time they have done no business 
in Delaware, For these reasons Mr. Post claims 
that the company has no legal capacity to sue 
and the United States Court no jurisdiction. 

He also argues that the trouble out of which 
the arrests grew was a@ lock-out on the part of 
the company and not a strike, and that.the men 
arrested were simply endeavoring by peaceaole 
means to adjust the difficulties that had arisen.

PARK DEPARTMENT SURVEYS. 


The investigation of the Park Depart- 
ment was continued yesterday before Commis- 
sioner of Accounts Shearman at the Arsenal, in 
Central Park. H. W. Vogel, assistant engineer, 
produced the official records to show that most 
of the old maps which Tax Commissioner Cole- 
man thought were of use in the department 
were entirely worthless on account of the 
changes in the laying out of property which had 
taken place since they were prepared. He gave 
several instances where they were found to be 
in error by several hundreds of feet in the 
boundary lines. The witness estimated the 
work that had been finished in the oftice as 
equivalent to mapping out 6,080 acres, which 
would be equal to 106,000 city lots. This work 
cost the department about $60,000, or about 6 
cents alot. He claimed that Mr. Blake, the sur- 
veyor in the Tax Department, received a salary 
of $3,600, while he received only $1,800 for per- 
forming similar services. 

S. W. Hoey, Jr.,a civil engineer in the Park 
Department service, showed by maps, plans, and 
ofticial records that the system pursued was nec- 
essary for the accurate performance of the 
work. Ifthe present force of the department 
were maintained the work of surveyingin the 
annexed district would be finished inside of two 
years.

MORE RETIREMENTS. 
THE POLICE FORCE INTERESTED IN THE 
BOARD'S LITTLE LIST. 


Since the enforced retirement of Capts. 
Jeremiah Petty and Theron R. Bennett under 
the provisions of the law which gives the Police 
Board power to place on the retired list any 
member of the force who has been in the service 
for 20 years and who is 60 years old, the Cap- 
tains and Sergeants affected have been greatly 


interested in the doings of the Commissioners. 
The law was framed with especial reference to 
the case of Superintendent Walling, who could 
not be coaxed into asking for retirement. When 
Walling discovered that he could be retired 
against his will, and that the Commissioners in- 
tended to retire him anyway, he signed an ap- 
plication for retirement. 

The law was first enforced in the cases of Petty 
and Bennett, and there are good grounds for the 
opinion that several other Captains and Ser- 
geants will soon be retired to make way for 
younger and more active men. A list of officers 
60 years old or over has been prepared and is 
now in the hands of the Commissioners. On 
this list appear the following names: 

Inspector George ‘W. Dilks, aged 71 years; Capts. 
Henry Hedden, 60; Charles W. Caffry, 64; John J. 
Monnt, 65, and George Washburn, 62; Sergts. Ed- 
ward Colegrove, 66; Miles De Shays, 61; Thomas 
Huif, 64; Andrew McClintock, 63; Sylvester 
Osborn, 69; William Porcher. 66; Henry Ten Eyck, 
60; Charles W. Woodward, 64; Charles F. Williams, 
60, and John T. Wright, 71; Doormen Richard Ad. 
ams, 71; G. H, Empie, 72; R. L. Edwards, 69; Will- 
jam Luther, 69; Owen McPartlan, 61, and Jacob 
Vyse, 62. 

Besides the above there are 40 patrolmen do- 
ing patrol or detailed duty who are 60 or over. 
Many of them are hale and hearty and capable 
of doing full duty, while others are feeble and of 
little use in the department. Capt. Petty pro- 
poses to contest the right of the Police Commis- 
sioners to place him on the retired list, and will 
apply to the Supreme Court for reinstatement. 
He was appointed under the Metropolitan Po- 
lice act, under which tenure of office was during 
good behavior, and he claims that he cannot be 
removed from office except for misconduct. 


HIS REFORM DENIED. 
OPPOSITION TO THE QUASHING OF AN 
OLD INDICTMENT. 

William Kissane and two others on Nov. 
14, 1854, were indicted for the forging of two 
checks, one for $6,018 on the Chemical Bank 
and the other for $12,000 on the American Ex- 
change Bank. On both the money was obtained. 
Finally, on the American Exchange Bank case, 
Kissane was sentenced to two years and six 


months. After nine months of his time had been 
served Kissane was pardoned and disappeared. 

Yesterday J. B. Hart, a San Francisco lawyer, 
appeared before Recorder Smyth in the Court of 
General Sessions, Part II., and said that he rep- 
resented Kissane, who-is now a wealthy and in- 
fluential man in that city. The lawyer asked 
that the indictment in the Chemical Bank case 
be quashed, as his client was now leading an up- 
right life. The Recorder declined to grant the 
application until the counsel for the bank had 
been heard, and postponed further hearing. 

A few days ago District Attorney Martine re- 
ceived a letter from Gen. Francis Dorr, former- 
ly a merchant in this city, in reference to this 
ease. Gen, Dorr said he had heard that an ap- 
plication like that made yesterday was contem- 
plated, and he earnestly begged the District At- 
torney to preventits success. Kissane, he said, 
had risen to wealth, and was living in San Fran- 
cisco under an assumed name. But he is, the 
writer continued, “a swindler, an embezziler, and 
a murderer.” For 30 years Kissane had evaded 
arrest. He had wronged his—the writer’s—family 
and innumerable others. The letter concludes: 
“One of his brothers is a leading lawyerin this 
State—also under an assumed name—and their 
real names and history are not dreamed of by the 
public. His repentance is aH nonsense. He has 
never offered restitution to the many he 
wronged.” 

The letter does not give Kissane’s assumed 
name, and is not considered of much importance 
by the Recorder or District Attorney.

MR. FULLER'S QUEER THEORY. 
Ata meeting of the Rapid Transit Com- 
missioners yesterday E. Ellery Anderson, the 
President, handed in his report as tothe con- 
struction of an elevated road by the Metropol- 


itan Transit Company on West, between Morris 
and Christopher streets. Mr. Anderson said 
that the company were not authorized to con- 
struct a railway between the points indicated, 
and it was uncertain whether at any time in tne 
future they would acquire such authority. “It 
follows, therefore,” concluded the report, “that 
West-street, in so far as the claims of the Metro- 
politan Transit Company are concerned, is not a 
street legally authorized for an elevated rail- 
way.” 

Lawson N, Fuller said that the proposition of 
the Manhattan Elevated Railroad was inexplica- 
ble to him. They megut a great deal more than 
they said, or they meant nothing. Their plans 
would block up the main line. He was going to 
move that all horse railroads be compelled to 
transfer passengers. Heinveighed against the 
public, who, he said, were opposed to rapid 
transit. “ The trouble is that corporations pay 
to get their roads,” he said. ‘Jake Sharp paid 
and gotit. Ican stand this, gentlemen, as long 
as you can.”

SEVILLA’S WILLS. 


THREE INSTRUMENTS EXISTING, BY TWO 
OF WHICH THE CITY PROFITS. 

A. José Sevilla, the millionaire, who died 
in Lima, Peru, last December, left his affairs in 
a condition calculated to excite the admiration 
ofalllawyers. On March 20, 1885, before leav- 
ing New-York for his Peruvian residence, he ex- 
ecuted a will in conformity with the laws of 
New-York, of which he was a naturalized citizen. 
In it he made a number of personal bequests and 
devised the residue, the bulk of his immense 


estate, to a Board of Trustees for the foundation 
here of a charitable educational institution for 
rls, The presentation of this will for probate 
as been delayed till now in order that the at- 
torneys ma 9 first satisfy themselves that it was 
his last will. 

Meanwhile word had been received of the ex- 
ecution of another will in Peru, but its date and 
manner of execution have not been ascertained. 
A translated extract received through the De- 
partment of State bears the date “Lima, 3 
Jwy, 1885.” Whether this is the date of execu- 
tion or of the translation does not appear. The 
validity of this will, so far as 1t affects property 
in the United States, depends further upon the 
manner of execution and the testamentary ca- 

acity of Mr. Sevilla. By its terms the sum of 
$500,000 is bequeathed to a Committee of Ex- 
ecutors, consisting of seven notable citizens of 
New-York and from six to fourteen substitutes 
of the same class, who are commissioned to es- 
tablish and maintain with the proceeds of this 
ren the Sevilla Home for Girls in New-York 

ty. . 

For some reason not yet made clear Sevilla 
subsequently executed what is known in law as 
a donation inter vivos, or gift during life, of his 
entire estate to 25 relatives, only retaining an 
annuity of $6,000 for himself during life. This 
was executed before one Bustamante, a notary 
of Lima, on Sept. 23, 1886. In it Sevilla 
estimates his estate in Peru at $937,000 and 
that in the United States, England, and else- 
where at $3,000,000. Although 17 of the donees 
have complied with the conditions of the be- 
anes the estate has not passed into their con- 
trol. 

Unofficial information has been received from 
Peru that alarge claim prosecuted by strangers 
to the will or donation had been successfully op- 
posed, and that the will executed in Lima under 
the supposed date of July 3, 1885, had received 
judicial recognition, That there is ground for 
contesting the capacity of Sevilla to dispose of 
his estate after leaving the United States is in- 
ferred from the fact that when the donation was 
executed proceedings had been inatituted to 
have a commissioner of his estate appointed on 
account of his mental incapacity. When he left 
New-York Mr. Sevilla was a feeble, withered old 
man, and he seems to have steadily weakened, 
physically and mentally, until his demise in De- 
cember, 1886. 

The attorneys having the matter in charge 
are not willing to express a definite opinion upon 
the merits of the three existing documents, 
Under the last executed New-York City would 
benefit nothing; under the second $500,000 is 
left to establish the Sevilla Home for Girls, 
and under the first the philanthropic bequest is 
stilllarger. Acting npon the information they 
have thus far received, they will present the last 
mentioned willfor probate at the Surrogate’s 
office either to-day or to-morrow, when the par- 
ticulars regarding it will be made public. 
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ONE HUNDRED INCINERATIONS. 
The one hundredth incineration teok 
place yesterday in the Mount Olivet Crematory, 
at Fresh Pond. The body was that of a lady be- 


longing to a prominent New-York family. These 
incinerations cover the period between Dec. 4 
and March 29. Of the 100,67 were males and 
33 females. Fifty were born in Germany, and 
the others came from the United States, France, 
England, Austria, Ireland, Scotland, India, Hun- 
gary, and Switzerland.
